LOOKS LIKE GREAT VICTORY. 


E. A. Bryne, tackle on the Weet 
Point team, was severely Injured dur¬ 
ing the second half of the Army-Har¬ 
vard football game yesterday. He was 
carried unoonacious from the field, and 
not being revived at the end of ten 
minutes the ofilciala called the game. 
The young man Is suffering from par¬ 
tial paralysis of respiration and little 
hope of his recovery Is entertained. 


Nine lives are known to have been 
lost in the fire that practically de¬ 
stroyed the Citizens Savings Bank 
1 block at St. Johnsbury. VL Two per- 
I uons were killed by falling from the up¬ 
per windows of the burning building, 
while seven others were buried in the 
ruins. Flour Injured were token to the 
hospital, two of whom are not expected 
to survive their injuries. 


Thousands of voters, representing 
labor and capital, assembled on Jeffer¬ 
son street, almost from Fourth avenue 
to Sixth street, lost night in front of 
the courthouse and aheered the united 
forces of Democracy. It 1* extremely 
doubtful If ever before Louisville has 
been stirred by such enthusiasm as 
marked the opening and the close of the 
great rally. 

Tho crowd wa# estimated from 10.000 
by the ultra conservative to 21.000 by 
the enthusiastic- Probably 16.000 would 
be a fair estimate of the crowd when it 
was at its flood. That la the figure es¬ 
timated from a stand which overlooked, 
the entire multitude. 

In tho street in front of the bronze 
Image of Thomas Jefferson scenes were 
onacted tbat bofTlc description. Men 
threw their hats into the air and cheered 
themselves hoarse. They swayed hock 
and forth from curb to curb, waving 
banners, carrying Hogs and sounding 
trumpets until th* air was filled with 

the noise of enthusiasm.

The end of the big parade was In 
sight and the crowd began to flock to 
courthouse square from every direction. 
Those who were lined on either sidewalk 
on Jefferson street between Fourth ave¬ 
nue and Fifth street lost Interest in the 
parade and hurried to points of vantage 
where they could hear discussed the Is¬ 
sues of tho campaign.

AUSTRALIA’S PRESERVES. 

(Consular Reports.) 

The establishment on both private and 
public lands of reserves for the preserva¬ 
tion of birds and animals that are In 
dangor of extinction is commanding much 
allonttun in tho Slate of Victoria, and 
since October last no fowor then eight 
new sanctuarii* in various ports of the 
country have b**en proclaimed by the 
Government. This movement Is dlsUnct 
front tho ordinary protection extended 
throughout the whole Stale to kangaroos 
platypus, magpies, laughing DokA*■*>•** and 
certain other native animals and birds, 
the killing of which entails a heavy pen¬ 
alty, a* a private owner or municipality 


may set apart a pM*rrtb**1 tract of land 
upon which all anitunl* or bird life may 
be secure from molestation. The Dmitri- 
ment of l^amls of the State encourageii m* 
formation of these sanctuaries, particu¬ 
larly in the vicinity of towns, and it Is 
■uflh tent for a private owner or town 
clerk in the case of municipal land to ap¬ 
ply to that department in order to have 
a reserve proclaimed rui a sanctuary In 
the Government Gazette, and in order to 
avoid confus'.on or doubt and to make 
prosecution* for a breach of the law xnor*» 
practi* able the proclamation not only de- 
fines the legal boundaries of the urea, but 
glv«*s a precise description of the natural 
ones. 

In addition to ths proclamation of many 
public reserves private land owners in In¬ 


creasing numb are are setting apart por¬ 
tions of thc*r properties ax barters tor 
birds and animals which would otherwise 
becom** extinct In tho localities. The 
sunctuorleu so far proclaimed are mostly 
for the protection of birds, and msoy Jins 
lakes and Urge swamps frequented by 
thorn* of aquatic habits.have been pre¬ 
scribed at tho wish of the o**ncr». The 
movement, though comparatively new In 
Victoria, began some years ago at Holm, 
forth/ South Australia, where an enthu¬ 
siast established the first sanctuary on 
private land without asking tha aid of a 
Government proclamation, and the domes¬ 
ticity and trustfulness of tilt- birds wtthln 
its boundaries excite the wondar and ad¬ 
miration of every lover of nature visiting 
1L

XJlYDS FOR OHIO 
Y RIVER AT ONCE 


And For Mississippi When 
Project Is Agreed Upon 


Declares President In Speech 
At New Orleans. 


No Progress Made In Pa3t 
Forty Years. 


URGES HEARERS TO GET BUSY. 


New Orleans. La., Oct. 30.—President 
Taft celebrated the successful termina¬ 
tion of his trip down the Mississippi 
River to-day by addressing the dele¬ 
gates to the convention of the Lakes- 
to-the-Gulf Deep Waterways Associa¬ 
tion. This organization has as Its ob¬ 
ject the deepening and general Im¬ 
provement of the Mississippi River and 
Its tributaries. 

The arrival of the President was the 
signal for on outburst of applause 
The delegates and visitors sprang to 
their feet, many mounted their chairs 
In order to get a better view of the 
bowing, smiling big man who was 
working h!s way through the double 
line of secret sendee men and police 
officers. He stood on the platform a 
moment greeting President Kav&naugh, 
of the Waterways Association, and then 
bowed his appreciation of the ap¬ 
plause. 

• • • 

Gold Badge For Taft. 


President Kavanaugh presented him 
with a handsome gold badge and then 
Introduced Gov. Sander*, of Louisiana 
who In turn Introduced the President. 
The applause broke out again and v.as 
re-enforced with some vigorous Yale 
yells. When It died awn>; President 
Taft commenced his address. 

The President began by having s 
little fun regarding the trip down the 
river. He said the “dangers great had 
all been run'* and that the fleet had 
come through without the lose of a 
•Ingle man. Mr. Taft taunted the 
Congressmen and Governors for having 
reported to the humiliating device or 
land transportation at one stage of the 
Journey. He paid a tribute to the city 
of Sew Orleans and the hospitality of 
her people and then turned to the seri¬ 
ous discussion of the Mississippi, say¬ 
ing he hoped the present voyage and 
convention would make an epoch in the 
Improvement of the waterway. 

The President declared that no prog¬ 
ress had been made In river navigation 
In this country the lost forty or forty - 
live years. The waterways of the 
country. Mr. Taft declared, must be 
used eventually to carry the bulk of 
freavy merchandise.

Bonds For Ohio River. 


that It was now time to get down to 
brass-tacks He said: 

*Tt Is now up to you gentlemen to 
decide what you want, what it will 
cost, how long It will take and what 
! the result will be. Once that Is done 
j you can command, not ask ’* 

He paid a compliment to the women 
of New Orleans and predicted that If 
the delegates to the convention re¬ 
mained here two or three days they 
would forget that there was such a 
thing as a river. 

In hts address President Taft said: 

*T am delighted* to be present (you 
see. we adopt In our administration 
the Roosevelt policies to the full) ond 
to head the highly honorable delega 
tlon that has come from St. Louis to 
the gulf We have passed through all 
the dangers of the navigation of the 
river, and they are not confined to 
the shoals, sandbanks and the bends, 
and we are here without the loss of 
a single man. There are some few 
of us who have braved the whole way, 
and I hesitate to speak of those who 
resorted to the humiliating device of 
taking land transportation to get here. 
I hope that will be suppressed In the 
minutes of this meeting. When 'Un¬ 
cle* Joe* addresses your honorable body 
don’t ask him where he left the river 
and when he got back to It. 

• • • 

Marks An Epoch. 


“But. jesting aside, our coming in¬ 
dicates what we hope may be an epoch 
in the change of the character of trans¬ 
portation In this country. Do not mis¬ 
understand me. I don’t think that we 
are going to All the bosom of the Mis¬ 
sissippi with barges and ocean steam¬ 
ers to-morrow morning. The change 
which is bound to bo effected with re¬ 
spect to that stream will come grad¬ 
ually It will come with the demand 
that Is certainly growtnr for an lm> 
provement In our transportation and 
the cheapening of that kind of trans¬ 
portation, to-vlt. bulky merchandise 
that ought to be carried more cheaply 
than It Is to-day. 

“We have seen human lngenultj 
turned and developed to the highest 
degree In the growth of our railroad 
transportation and the economy of the 
conduct of railroads. But the condi¬ 
tion of our rivers, the apparently hope¬ 
less task of making them useful, has 
turned the public attention from them, 
and there Isn’t, In reference to river 
construction or river navigation, that 
Improvement that we ought to have 
had In the last forty years. I ask you 
what progress has been made In the 
last thirty or forty years In reference 
to river Improvement.

The President s declaration that he 
favored the issuance of bonds for car¬ 
rying out the Ohio River improvement 
as one of the approved projects of 
inland waterways called out a burst 
of applause. The Ohio River improve¬ 
ment will cost $63,000,000. Mr. Taft 
•aid that he aUo favored bonds for 
all other improvements. Including the 
Mississippi, Just as soon as a feasible 
project can be decided upon and can 
be shown to be necessary and Justi¬ 
fiable The Ohio River gives the bulk 
of business to the Mississippi, the Pres¬ 
ident declared, and every improvement 
of a tributary tended to increase the 
value of the great water highway to 
the gulf. 

The President told of the Improve¬ 
ments to the Mississippi on the way 
down, and especially in protecting the 
banks from further sloughing off at 
the outside of the bends. The engi¬ 
neers say they need $2,000,000 more 
a year to carry on this beneficial work 
as It ought to be carried on. and that 
it was a shaxno Congress did not give 
It to them.

“The Secretary of War yesterday 
ffuggested-^although he Is as far from 
a government-ownerahlp man a« pos¬ 
sible—that perhaps tt might be well to 
let the Government experiment a bit 
In risking some capital to put a few* 
line* on the river to sse whether some¬ 
thing cannot be done with that busi¬ 
ness. In Kansas City they are Invest¬ 
ing money to-day to try It on the MIs- 
rouri River. And the question whether 
we can meet the point that you have 
got to have some means of gathering 
the business and getting It onto the 
boat In order to compete with the rail¬ 
road may give rise to the suggestion 
that the Government might establish 
stations along the river for the purpose 
of housing the merchandise to be cant 
by the river All these are suggestions 
that will have to be worked out before 
we reach a satisfactory' conclusion. 

“Now In St. Louis I said that I 
thought we ought to satisfy ourselves, 
with respect to a great Improvement of 
the river, that it would be useful, be¬ 
fore we went ahead and invested ail 
the money necessary. and that then we 
ought to Invest that money quickly and 
Issue bonds for the purpose, bemuse 
this Is the most rapid way.

“Now I think that we have solved 
the question of the navigaitlon of the 
Ohio River, for the purpose of Improv¬ 
ing tho trade of that river; and If you 
are going to make the Mississippi a 
valuable stream, you have got to de¬ 
pend on the feeders of that stream, of 
which the Ohio Is to-day far and away 
the most Important. 

“It will ooat $63,000,000. I am In fa¬ 
vor of going ahead with that which has 
been determined to be useful and Issu¬ 
ing bonds and building these Improve¬ 
ments. I am not in favor of deJaylng 
the Mississippi River Improvement until 
the Ohio River Improvement Is com¬ 
pleted. but I am In favor of finding out 
what ycu ought to do In the Mississippi 
River succlnatiy, and knowing what It 
will cost before you go In and spend all 
your money. 

“I have been delighted to read, be¬ 
cause I had otherwise a different Idea, 
that the Mississippi has been Improved 
and Improved* greatly toward the lower 
end; that the Mississippi River Com¬ 
mission. working with Louisiana and 
Mississippi, has developed a system of 
levees that are wonderful, to save a 
State nearly .40,000 square miles, useful 
sr.d most productive for agricultural 
purposes, and that at the same time 
they have gone on and discovered means 
of stopping the sloughing off rft the 
bends: that by experiment they have 
found what will stick and what will not 
Mick, and that we are making Vrogre.vs 
In fplte of the fact that the progress Is 
not what It ought to be. The Missis¬ 
sippi River Commission says that In or¬ 
der to earn* on even that they ought to 
have $2.0<*0,OCO more a year, and cer¬ 
tainly Congress ought to be ashamed 
not to give It to them.

Rush For Seats. 


When the parade In honor of the 
President was over there was a fresh 
rush of delegates and spectators and 
the hall was soon crowded until even 
standing room was atea premium. Tho 
Idea had gotten out that the President 
was to speak this morning, and this 
fact added to the throng. 

It w'rs a noisy crow*d. too. and It 
was some time before the solemn tones 
of Bishop David Possums, pronounc¬ 
ing the Invocation, could be heard 
above the hum of voices and chatter 
of conversation. In another moment 
President Werleln hud introduced 
Mayor Bohrman and tho rotund little 
chief executive launched Into the ad¬ 
dress of wetcome. 

The Applause which greeted the 
Mayor had not subsided w*hen Presi¬ 
dent Kavanaugh. of the Waterways As¬ 
sociation. began his annual address. 

“The plan for a de«*p w aterway is an ac¬ 
complished fact. What we need now Is 
action,” declared W. K. Kavanaugh, 
president of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf Deep 
Waterway Association, In his address at 
tho opening of Us convention here to-day. 
“Tho history of the Mississippi River has 
been a story of Inaction and of niggardly 
appropriations, which have been fought 
through the Rivers and Harbors Com¬ 
mittee and through Congress without 
rhyme or reason,” said ih* speaker. *Ths 
whole valley i** sick with tho congestion 
of Us transporxath n rystem. and only this 
deep waterisay can relieve It. The peo 
pie of the Mississippi Valley must have 
definite assurance that this carrier Is to 
be completed at a certain date, and that 
date must not be much more remote then 
tho completion of the^Panama Canal.” 

Says People Rely On Taft, 

4- 

Mr. Kavanaugh said that the people 


looked to President Taft for the exe¬ 
cution of the great task. He referred 
to the Executive's trip down the river, 
saying: 

He has seen the richest farm lands tn 
tho world crumbling from its Hanks, dis¬ 
solving In Its waters; he has soon levee# 
that protect 32,000 square miles of this 
rich alluvial threatened by these caving 
! banks; he has teen the remains of un¬ 
completed revetments that have been torn 
away by the river, because a nealecttul 
Congress has not provided tor their com¬ 
pletion. and he he* seen a thousand-mllo 
channel unburdened by a single modern 
vessel, the docks of Its many cities un¬ 
marked by a single Installation of mod¬ 
ern terminal apparatus. 

There was n day when the Mississippi 
was considered an untamable stream, 
which shifted its channel end devoured Its 
banks at will. To-day we are able to 
show the President of the United States 
two remarkable changes: One of these l* 
a river which. In Us most difficult and 
most readily shifting parrs, has been 
bound down by the engineers to a fixed 
channel, with permanent banka: that has 
been forced to scour Us own t>ed and 
permit the passing of deeper ships. 

The other Is a great garden laud of soli 
worth from $100 to $200 an acre, capable 
of producing In crops every year enough 
money to pay many times over the entire 
cost of producing a fourteen-foot chan¬ 
nel from Chicago to New Orleans, and 
this soli protected from waste only by 
those ssme engineering device* Which 
have held the river In Ita fixed bed end 
which make the deep waterway.

We w'ah to go further than this Im¬ 
provement. revetment and contraction, 
and to see some broad general * lan 
adopted, which shall cover the whole 
control of the water in the river, shah 
leseen the floods, and give us a more 
general flow at low water, and at the 
n rnr time restrict the channel. We be¬ 
lieve that this work must be carried on 
•rot piecemeal by local divisions, and sub¬ 
ject to occasional appropriations by Con- 
irreM. ai hu been done In the post, nor 
do we believe that this work should 
longer be subject to the annual arguments 
and machinations of a Rivera and Har¬ 
bors Committee. 

Engineers have surveyed the route, and 
have declared a deep vu*rway feasible 
and easy of accomrllahment. The ne.*»t 
civil engineer* hive declared It Inevita¬ 
ble. Chlca*» ha* snent $60.^00,*>00 cutting 
the channel through the mckv d‘v!d* and 
llltrols Is spending $20.nno.0(b> to sten It 
bv locks down to the soft-hot tom portion 
of the Illinois River the speaker declar¬ 
ed From there to the Gulf the way Is 
clear and the pl*ns are ready 

Tho people will no longer tolerate the 
“pork-hsrrer* method of compelling Gov¬ 
ernment engineers to allot funds for river 
Improvements according to congressional 
d'strlcfe. nor w'll they allow the develop¬ 
ment of the greatest of their highways tp 
depend upon uncertain appropriation*. 

• • • 

Congress Faces Problem. 

The speaker wild that when Congress 
convenes this winter ft win have o con¬ 
sider seriously for the first time the 
greut problem cf the c >n*<*rvatlon of 
water, which Pres'dent Roosevelt fore- 
ana*. and among other things the estab¬ 
lishment of some big central bureau, 
probably a Department of Pi/htlc Work--*, 
to undertake the entire control of our 
running water 

“But," said be, “the deep waterway 


must not watt for this. In floods and in 
low water, a fourteen-foot channel can ne 
easily maintained..“ ^ .. . 

Mr. Kavanaugh quoted President Taft 
as having said that In ordsr to solve the 
transportation problem we must have re¬ 
course to our waterways, and cont nuea: 
“The problems of transportation multiply 
with the Increase of prosperity, and the 
president of the nation who is so certain 
that waterways are tho solution of our 
trouble is the very one who Is most de¬ 
termined tQ lead tia on to th* greatest n- 
cresse of prosperity. Pnaperltv de¬ 
mands a guarantee of this: that whatever 
turn the general plan* for th»* conserva¬ 
tion of water may make, the project for 
the fourteen-foot Lake*-to-the Gulf deep 
waterway shall he adopted and pushed to 
completion. 

• • • 

The Army Engineer’s Report. 


“Although In a recent report which es¬ 
tablished the feasibility and efficiency of 
the work from a constructive point of 
view, the army engineers attempted to 
deride Ita commercial value, tho presence 
of the 0»l*f Executive and representa¬ 
tive of 50.000.00i» people here la evidence 
that tho people beUove that the project 
Is worth the tnoneyT"nb matter what the 
cost, and resubmit the cost Is reason¬ 
able. They believe, as President Tmfi be¬ 
lieves. and as Theodore Roosevelt be¬ 
lieved. In the efficiency of the waterways. 
•Give us the deep channels,’ they cry to 
Congress, *nnd w* will build ships and 
carry cargoes on them.’ 

“The plan for the waterway must be 
adopted as a whole, and must be adhered 
to from start to finish." 

The speaker declared that the senti¬ 
ment of the Mississippi Valley Is so de- 
ter mined on this project that a Congress¬ 
man who would refuse to sanction It 
could not be returned to Washington. 

“There ls,“ he said, “no longer doubt 
but that the groat majority of our peo- 


f de not only favor but are enthusiastleal- 
y determined upon the development of 
our waterways, ajid first of all upon the 
fourteen-foot deep waterway from the 
lakes to the gulf.’’ 

The question. “Do the people rule?” will 
be answered, he asserted, when Congress 
meets and Its members vote yes or no 
upon the question of the Immediate exe¬ 
cution of the plans for the fouric«n-foot 
channel.

new development which promises cheaper 
rates aiil quicker and better Iranspor a 
tlon to the whole country* 

“Everything which contributes to the 
cheaper handling of freight Increases traf¬ 
fic and advance* prosperity Th<* his¬ 
tory of tho Great Lakes stands glaringly 
before us as the story of an enormous 
Increase in traffic, depending upon three 
things The deepening of the channels, 
the Improvement of the steamboats uni 
the establishment of the fastest and mo**, 
economical loading and unloading ma¬ 
chines. 

“Many of us who believe strongly In the 
future of tho valley have already Incor¬ 
porated and set about building up & larg* 
line to use the most modern types of 
boots and io erect at every c4ty terminal 
docks of ihc best European type.

While the Investigations have not 
been concluded, the sickness nt both 
schools Is declared to lie due to eating 
Impure meats. 


PALESTINE TABLEWARE. 

(Consular Reports.) 

Consul Thomas K. Wallace writes from 
Jcrusak-xn uu Interesting account of the 
use of tableware In Palestine, and of the 
manufacture of cutlery at Nazareth, lie 
says: 

Among the peaeanti>\ which by far 
form the largest purl of the population of 
Palestine, tableware, such ;is forks and 
knives, are entirely, and spoons almost 
entirely, unknown Their cooked food is 
eaten out of a large wooden bowl, around 
wnlch the family or guest* gather, aeaittd 
on tho ground. The thumb and first two 
fingers are used to oat with. Meat /Is 
never cut, but is pulled apart with the 
fingers. The old Bible custom of washing 
tho hands before and after a meal Is still 
universally kept up. 

Among the bettei^off class of peasantry, 
especially the Christians, a few w..oden 
spoons may be found ill each home, while 
among the p*-*or»?r omn thrr«- is seldom 
found anything In this line except a largo 
wooden spoon for t.tK>klng 

The city people, both ChrisUMns and Mo- 
hammedane, have until quite recently need 
wooden spoons entirely for eating their 
mrals. Thrar spoons are made of timv 
grained woods, and aro about the size, or 
a trifle larger, than a deasart spoon. Tney 
are imported from Damascus, Armenia, 
and other narm of Turkey. For a few 
years the * heaps* ioru a » wril as the 
belter qualities of metal forks and spoon* 
have been steadily taking tho place of 
the wooden ones, although as a rule the 
Mohammedan fanillie* of the poorer 
i lueses still use the wooden spoons almost 
entirely. 

NATIVE CUSTOM -PRICES OF 
PLATED SILVERWARE. 

The native city families have a custom 
of ftasslng Jelly to guest* when small 
solid slRer spoons art* used by the belter- 
to-do and base metal one* by the poorer 
families with which to s^rve tho Jelly. 

Among the poorer clasi**** of Je ws In 
Jerusalem, who form nboqt tw.>thlrd* of 
tiie population, metal tablewure is used 
entirely. Silver-plated ware haa always 
b«nn used by the well-to-do foreigners, 
tnlielonarlcs. etc., and the demand for It 
among the hlghcr-clas# natives is steadily 
j-row-injr. nnd all of them, both Christian 
and Mohammedan, are adopting the Euro. 
P**an *ay of eaLng at a table, and many 
of this class use silver-plated waro par¬ 
tially and othefs entirely.

The allegations in 
the petition are that the merger of the 
Frankfort and Cincinnati railroad with 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
will work Injury to the citizens of 
Frankfort and other cities and counties. 
The petition asks also for an Injunc¬ 
tion restraining the Louisville and 
Nashville from taking over the Frank¬ 
fort and Cincinnati.

RUMOR GIVEN SOME CREDENCE 
IN FINANCIAL CIRCLES. 


OFFICIALS MUM ON SUBJECT. 


In local financial circles a good deal 
of credence Is given the rumor that the 
Louisville Home Telephone Company 
Is negotiating for the bonds of the 
Central Homo Telephone Company. Of¬ 
ficials of the Louisville Home are neti- 
oent on the subject. 

Tlte Central Home Telephone Com¬ 
pany I* a Delaware corporation, which 
was organized In 1905 to take over a 
I number of plants In Kentucky and 
.Southern Indiana and several long-dia- 
tance lines. it was capitalised at 
$5,000,000 and Issued bonds to the 
j amount of $5,000,000. During the panic 
of 1V07 the company failed to meet the 


Interest on Itp bonds, the property was 
thrown into a receivership, and on 
Thursday of this week the property was 
ordered sold by tpe United State® Dis¬ 
trict Court upon petition of Judge Lns- 
K.ntr. of the Kentucky Court of Appeals, 
who holds sixty-seven of th* bonds and 
notes uf the company, it Is expected 
that the property will be sold early in 
December. 

It become known last week that the 
Louisville Home Company had practi¬ 
cally completed negotiations for the 
Long Distance Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company of Kentucky, control of 
which was purchased by the Central 
Home Telephone Company in 180$. and 
which company had been thrown Into 
a receivership along with the Central 
Home Company. 

The deal by which the Louisville 
Home Telephone Company is to secure 
control of the Long Distance Company 
Is understood to Involve the lsmianoe 
of collateral bonds and the exchange of 
these bonds for Lend Distance bonds 
on the basis of $700 for $1,000. The 
collateral back of the bonds is to be the 
bonds of the Long Distance Company. 
Interest at the rate of 6 per cent, is to 
be guaranteed by the Louisville Home 
Company, to be paid In quarterly In¬ 
stallments and a default of thirty toys 
la to give the bondholders the right to 
take possession of the property. If 
these collateral bonds aommand a* mar- 
ket price of 70 it means a security 
worth 49 on the bonds.

Finds Time To See Part of 
Foolball Games. 


Enjoyed Long Ride Down 
Father of Waters. 


BUSY SUNDAY IN PROSPECT. 


New Orleans, Oct 30.—President 
Taft arrived In New Orleans to-day to 
renew many old acquaintances and to 
enjoy two days of the hospitality which 
he declared a few days ago he both 
"longed for and feared.” From the 
moment of his arrival at 13:30 o'clock 
on the lighthouse tender Oleander, 
which led a long trolling fleet of river 
packets into port the President was 
kept on the go until past midnight 
to-night. 

Mr Taft ended his river trip with 
•n address before the waterways con¬ 
vention this afternoon In which he re¬ 
iterated what he has said before, that 
he favors the Issuance of bonds to 
carry forward every deep waterway 
project which shall bo approved by 
a competent board of engineers as 
practicable and can be shown neces¬ 
sary to take care of the growing com¬ 
merce of the sections. 

• « • 

Sees Two Football Games. 


This address concluded the President 
t>ecame the guest of the city. He 
lunched with Archbishop Blenk at the 
latter’s palace, attended two football 
games, had a dinner given in his honor 
at the Pickwick Club to-night and went 
direct from there to a gala perform¬ 
ance of “Lea Huguenots at tho French 
Opcrahousc. A little supper at a fa¬ 
mous French restaurant after the opera 
brought the chief executive's busy day 
to a close. 

To morrow the President is to have 
•aothcr strenuous time. He will attend 
the Unitarian church In the morning, 
will have a long automobile tour, 
broken by luncheon at Jackson Bar¬ 
racks, and will attend a sacred con¬ 
cert on the Tulane campus In the aft- 
•moon. The President retires on board 
his train to-morrow night and leaves 
early Monday morning to begin the 
last ten days of his long tour.

And 
although he has learned much of the 
difficulty that must be encountered In 
attempting to control that powerful 
waterway, he seemed to-day to be Just 
a* enthusiastic as ever In the belief 
that the Mississippi can bo made to 
recognize a channel deep enough to 
handle all of the commerce that can 
bo assigned t

The com¬ 
mittee in charge of his vlatt decided that 
it would be too much of a tax on tho 
President to ask him to go to two foot¬ 
ball games In one afternoon, but If he 
was to go to see Sewanee play the 
Louisiana State University, the adher¬ 
ents of Tulane and the Mississippi Agri¬ 
cultural and Mechanical College wore 
insistent that he should cal! *ln at their 
game as well. 

Thj? President decided last night that 
be certainly would see the Sewanee 
game, for Capt. Butt, hla aide, and one 
other member of his party were old 
Sewanee men, and'they put In a con¬ 
vincing word for their alma mater. 
When this became known the President 
waa besieged upon hi* arrival here by 
requests to attend the Tulane game as 
well. It was said that It had been ex¬ 
tensively advertised that he would he 
at the game and ihAt It would be n bit¬ 
ter disappointment to thousands of peo¬ 
ple If he did not do so. So Mr. Taft de¬ 
cided to go to both games.

Witnesses Final Touchdown. 


First he stopped In at Pelican Park 
and saw the Sewanee team make the 
final touchdown In a game which they 
won with apparent ease. Thence the 
President had a six-mile automobile 
dash to Tulane campus, where h* saw 
the last fifteen minutes of play In an 
evenly matched game won by Tulane, 
2 to 0.

Finding Against Phipps. 

On a special finding of facts and con¬ 
clusions of law Judge Harry C. Mont-I 
gomery, of the Clark Circuit Court, in 
Jeffersonville, yesterday gave an opinion 
In the action of Samuel W. Hedge* 
•gainst Isaac G. Phipps, former Treas¬ 
urer of Clark county. Ind., for the re- 
co% ery of a considerable sum that had 
been expended by the defendant In con¬ 
ducting his official affairs. All of the 
money was paid on bills regularly pre¬ 
sented to the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners and allowed by that body. There 
was no charge that Phipps had mls- 
apprfprUied the funds, but the action 
was purely a civil one based on the 
ground that he was not entitled to the 
allowances in addition to his regular 
aolaiy. 

In his finding Judge Montgomery held 
there wn$ no law for the payment of 
the expenses of collecting taxes away 
from the office of the County Treasurer 
and Phipps would have to return $1,000 
and Interest In the sum of $259. It was 
held the payment of the office expens os 
was legal and the money so expended 
will not have to be repaid. A motion 
for a new trial was made at once. A 
similar suit la pending against Bernard 
A. Coll, who was Courfty Treasurer for 
the four years previous to when Phipps 
went Into office.

DAM ACROSS THE OHIO 

IS ALMOST COMPLETED!. 

Msans a Nine-Foot Stags Between 
Louisville and Madiatm—Dream 
About Realized. 


When the last wicket In the great 
dam across ths <Thio River Just above 
tfco falls is lowered about the middle 
of next month one of the fondest 
dreams of those working for a "Great¬ 
er Louisville" will have grown Into a 
reality. For nearly three years hun¬ 
dreds of workmen have been risking 
tholr live* and limbs in perfecting this 
great foot of engineering skill. The 
darn has oost Uncle Sam more than 
a quarter uf a million dollars, and ths 
citizens of Louisville and their repre¬ 
sentatives years of fighting In Con- * 
gr©S!* to secure tho necessary nppro- 
prlat Ion. 

When the dam Is finally finished, the 
waters of th© Ohio will be held in 
check, and Instead of spreading them¬ 
selves out over the entire course of 
the river they will be forced to pile 
up to a depth sufficient to carry the 
heaviest craft between Louisville aad 
Cincinnati. According to the Govern- 
nient engineer*, who have been mov¬ 
ing spirits in the work, the dam will 
Insuro a nine-foot stage between Lou- 
Uvllle and Madison and a six-foot 
stag© from Madison to Cincinnati and 
up the Kentu< ky River to Lock No. 1.

THE ELEVATOR'S ANTIQUITY. 


(Washington Post.) 

Most people are Inclined to think that 
the elevator Is a mechanical device of 
quite recent Invention, evolved to meet 
the requirements of the monster modern 
hotel snd sky-scraping office building. 
Rvsn among those who are well Informed 
on such matters the hoist wua supposed 
to date back no further than the Sixteenth 
century, and to have been developed 
from the primitive chair with counter¬ 
weights made for one of the Popes. 

But our ig*\ with Its searches Into the 
records of the remote past. Us dragging 
Into light of manuscripts a thousand years 
old. Its delving Into the soil to find the 
site and remains of lost cities, seems de¬ 
termined to prove the truth of the wise 
man’s dictum that there Is nothing new 
under the sun. 

However that may be, the modernity 
of the elevator, at all events, has been 
knocked on the head. It appears thAt the 
celebrated Italian archaeologist. Com- 
Vnendatorc Bonl. has been making exten¬ 
sive excavations among the foundations 
of the ancient Roman forum, and that he 
lias unearthed many wonders Among hla 
discoveries wen* a serin* of superposed 
plches, forming approaches (a in eleva¬ 
tor. and a number of stone cubes to serve 
a* counterweights for the ascending and 
descending machine The ooncluakin at* 
rived at by the commendalore Is that, at 
tho time when the Roman games were 
held tn the forum—that is. about the 
period of Julius Oxesar’s domitiwncy of 
the Roman world— thin undent elrvalor 
w: n used to convey gladiator* and wild 
hr a* hi from Llie underground pits to the 
surface of ihs amphitheater 

If this view po correct, there must have 
been a different method In operation from 
hat which nowaday* prevail* The slave 
tkIki wotked Hit device cannot have stood 
In the same compartment with his living 
freight, for we cannot Imagine a. lion 
such s\n Jugtirtha wished to import from 
th? voihJs of Numldln waiting until he 
reached the upper air to prove his rend¬ 
ing powers, when he liad good human 
flesh within easy striking distunes t>esld* 
Um. Perhaps, however, the king of 
l*eaot« was "elevated,'' cage ami all, to 
the arena. 

9o far as is yet known, the elevator 
was not ueod in th* Imperial palaro or 
In the luxurious homes of the old Roman 
nobility. Two explanations of this are 
forthcoming First, the house* were not 
very high i*y comparison with modern 
ones. nnd. second, a tree-born Roman 
would not be likely to intrust hU prison 
to a contraption devoted to the service 
of barbarian gladiators or tho b«*sts of 
the forest, especially as ha had slaves In 
plenty to carry him up snd down In a 
comfortable litter. 

It U a pity, in u way. that the elrvater 
did nut come Into more general use. 
Literature has suffered from the fact. 
With what vitriolic satire would Juveiul 
have denounced the corrupting luxury of 
an ag»' which encouraged such devices! 
Or with what airy grace, with what deli¬ 
cate flattery, with what sly humor 
w.thal would Hornes have described In 
m ode the perilous adventure of Caesar 
\ugustus In itfftftg conveyed from the 
solid earth to an upper chamber in an 
elevator!

Court adloumed at 4 o’clock yester¬ 
day afternoon until 10 o'clock to-mor¬ 
row morning, and the session will bo 
completed by 1 o’clock that afternoon 
to allow those who may be concerned 
to get away to attend to the duties they 
are to assume on election day.

He aald 
Mr Btanntn was 111 for six or seven 
day* before he died and the Illness was 
so revere that he told the family death 
was Imminent For twenty-nine year* 
he has been the physician of the Brand 
family and was In attendance when 
Mis* Louise Ridgely was bom and when 
Mrs Elizabeth Brannin Sheviin was 
bom.

the testimony of Mrs. E. W. Funk. Dr 
Irwin aald Mr Brannin never showed 
any los* of memory. He suffered slight¬ 
ly from chronic cystitis at times, he 
saJd. nnd that this explained the pres¬ 
ence of albumen in the urine. He ex¬ 
amined Mr Brannin after someone had 
told him he had Bright’s disease and 
found not the slightest Indication of 
that ailment, he said. Such affection as 
he did discover would not have had anv 
effect on the patient's mentality, he 
•aid.

A Brief For Blasphemy. 
Thomas Nixon Carver’ one of the 
most prominent college professors in 
the American headlines at the present 
time, holds tha*t the Ten Command¬ 
ments are out of 'late and should be 
edited. He is quoted as saying that 
profanity is not usually me.tnt to be 
blasphemous, and that the substitution 
of something like "The Lord will not 
hold Mm guiltless who taketh a drink 
of rum," would serve a butter purpose 
than tho sentence it puraphrmsss be¬ 
cause rum bibbing is prejudicial fo 
health, wheroas swearing Is merely a 
harmless manner of giving emphasis to 
speech. 

A pun of the world pays tuition to 
be instructed by college professors and 
a puiVof It has suggestions from col¬ 
lege professors thrust upon It. The 
tuition fees are usually spent In a good 
cause, but tha efforts of the educuitor* 
to give public instruction gratia by 
springing new and startling theories hi 
of no particular valut save to net ihe 
educators a little transitory notoriety. 

Dr. carver, it setme. ia a professor of 
economics. If he were a professor of 
English be might knriw that profgnlty 
Is open lo objection upon the ground 
that It Is exccpabl© English as well a* 
tho worst possible taste; that It al¬ 
ways vulgar and usually meaningless. 
Frequently It Is only by the context 
that ths meaning of the **buss word" 
can be told. 

For exflfnple. an Individual says: 

"I bad a hell of a time last night!** 

The sentence is enilraly without 
meaning. The facial expression of the 
sptakor, th* auditor's knowledge of the 
habits of the speaker, nr the reference 
of the speaker to th* natufe of filf 
activities or experiences upon the pre¬ 
vious evening, must bo depended up >n 
to reveal the meaning of hls statemenL 
Isolated, the remark might mean that 
he had bean well dined, or drunk, or ill, 
or bored by having to tit up with a 
alck friend. It mlgnt mean that fie had 
been beset by bill collectors, chased by 
dogs, caught out In « storm, caught by 
hls wife In the act of making an en¬ 
gagement to take hls affinity to dinner, 
or compelled to hear a personal friend 
moke a tedious political speech. It 
might moan that he h id ber-n upon a 
Joy ride without running tato any thing 
solid, or skidding into a ravine, or It 
might mean that ho had been in Jail. 
Another example: 

"A—It w.xs as hot as htil in Jun*." 

“B— It was as oold as hell in January." 
No Idea of the temperature of the in¬ 
fernal rcgkfiis Is conveyed by either of 
the statements. .The word "heir as a 
synonym for " 4 ^rr mely" or ’Vxcesg- 
ive!>*" Is certainly open to criticism, be¬ 
cause the English langusgo l« a mar¬ 
velously flexible medium of expression, 
boasting u vocabulary In which every 
thought that finds birth in the mind of 
man may be expressed as adequately 
as words, may expresn it. For detplte 
the fact that persons who have & smat¬ 
tering cf foreign languages find It 
agreeable to substitute phrase* with 
which t!y y arc but newly acquainted 
for phrases with which both the speak¬ 
er and the honrvr are better acquaint- 
id, there la no language Udier adapt 'd 
to giving force to argum^nL pictur¬ 
esque nets to narration, lucidity to ex¬ 
position, music to oratory, than the 
tongue of our Anglo-Saxon ancestor.*. 
Unproved by their descendants. 

Another example: 

"A—Where Llio hall w*re you Hatur. 
day T 

•*R—I’ll be damned If I remember!" 

U is apparent to the tno«t obtuse 
professor of economies that A dooa 
not Imagine thnt hls friend wna In any 
p.irt of hell upon Fatiirduy. It Isjdaln 
to the wayfarer though a fool tfiiu B 
would not necesaurlly, or probably. h« 
damned If he khoulrt suddenly remem¬ 
ber when* he *P* N ht Fa turd ay. Both 
sentences arc therefore enrumhrrod 
with superfluous and mettnTngle.is vul¬ 
garity. net at all wicked, perhaps, but 
Mssuredb Inelegant.

"X (angrily)—Tnu are a blnnkety blank 

"V (In IropasAlaned tonts)—Voii are an¬ 
other! 

"Business of breaking brickbats over 
the huad of T by X.

"Exeunt policemen in direction of patrol 
wagon, each dragging one of the combat¬ 
ants by tbo scruff of the neck." 

Hero w© have an example of two 
men having exchanged remarks ren¬ 
dered perfectly menntngb-ss by the 
manifest lack of Intention upon the 
part of either to blaaphcme. but not 
rendered Innocuous by the perfect un¬ 
derstanding of each that the cpitlmu 
mutually applied mean nothing what¬ 
ever when considered with regard to 
the possibility of their being true. This 
point has l*oen decided more than once 
In courts of law. 

Again, two persons fall Into a dis¬ 
pute: 

"C—By O—<!, I say yes." 

"D—By O—d. I say no." 

Neither means to bo blasphemous, 
but neither Is more emphatic, except 
In th* opinion of an unlettered ruffian, 
than If the expletives had not been em¬ 
ployed. And both ar# loud mouthed 
and foul mouthed, even If it be con¬ 
tended that neither is. nt heart, a blas¬ 
phemer. 

Blasphemy, it was contended by Col. 
Robert G. Ingersoll In one of bis fa¬ 
mous speeches, la determined largely 
by geography. In the East the pious 
Moslem uses the name of Allah quite 
freely and It la construed &s an invo¬ 
cation. In thu Went tho use of th© 
name of the Deity, similarly, is con¬ 
sidered an Imprecation. Turkish boat¬ 
men who row the Christian pilgrim Into 
the harbor at Joppa, w’honce he Jour¬ 
neys up to Jerusalem and Bethlehem, 
keep in stroke chanting, musically, the 
equivalent of the English "By God!** 
And the Western ear takes no often**. 
But If we admit the soundness of Col. 
IngersoU’s argutnenL thut docs not al¬ 
ter the fact that Die English language 
suffer* from the fact that it contains 
a varied nii*ortment of pmfnn© rxprvK 
siona, eplthots and expletives. It docs 
not alur the fact that the greater th© 
Individual’s command of "cuss words" 
tha greater hls Inability to express 
himself In good English. 

It Is upon the purely pagan ground 
that rum is a men*ce to health, and 
thcrcf'We a destr ier of happlner*. and 
of usefulness, that the erudite professor 
of economics would rewrite the dec¬ 
alogue. Words are the most constant¬ 
ly employed tofcl* in many trades, call¬ 
ings and professions, and since their 
usefulness 1 » such In every walk of 
life that the human being who la do- 
nlsd the gift of speech suffers one of 
the greatest afflictions to which the 
flesh Is hair. An objection to profan¬ 
ity might h* made, without regard to 
religious beliefs or prejudices, upon the 
score that the vocabulary, a* ths In¬ 
strument upon which everyone la more 
or lesa dependent In every form of ac¬ 
tivity. gainful or social, should be Im¬ 
proved as much as may be. it should 
not he abused and allowed to atrophy, 
by being displaced by meaningless and 
Indefensible vulgarity, obscenity or 
profanity. 

There's a homely aphorism In rhyme 
which runs: 

"Immodest words admit of no dsfsnse: 

A wupt of decency is n want of sense." 

Greater men than Prof. Carvsr hav* 
met their Waterloo In attacking the 
Federal Constitution. Wiser men re¬ 
frain from offering Hi revise the Ten 
Commandments. And one nqfcd be 
n*lth*r great nor wise to see th* folly 
of filing *( brief for blasphemy.

(Washington Htar.) 

Acting on the advtr# of W. C. Menden¬ 
hall ol th© Government Bureau of Con¬ 
servation at Washington, who lias been 
spending several week# at Honolulu fn- 
\t-#i.giUlng the water resources of Hawaii, 
th# Government is planning to carry out 
u test which will attract attention 
throughout th© world. This will b© the 
setting ftftlde of an island for th© purpos© 
of determining whether the lack or th# 
presence »>f vegetation and foliage has 
any appreciable effect on precipitation of 
water In ruin 

The island picked out Is Kahooiawe, 
sum© eight miles off the southwest coast 
of Maul, containing about fifty square 
mite*. This island has been leased as a 
sheep ranch fur a number of years ann 
has been *0 run over a# to be Absolutely 
denuded uf vegetation, although years ago 
It w .is heavily wooded. The lens© of ihe 
Inland will shortly expire and will not 
be renewed. 

What Mendenhall advise# and what will 
bft r*Tried out 1# this: Th# Island will be 
studded with hydrographic stations and 
.1 careful and systematic record kept of 
the rainfall In its present arid stale. As 
soon ns the land reverts to tho Govern¬ 
ment a syetemaUc reforesting will be In¬ 
stituted and th© rainfall observations kept 
up Tt the precipitation Increanes In pro¬ 
portion to Ihe growth of th© naw forests 
It will lie concluded that the forest# are 
the cause of tho Increase. 

This will he the first really extensive 
experiment ever carried on In tlie world 
to determine th# relation between forests 
and rainfall, and is hound to he watched 
by hvdrugraphers with th# greatest !n- 
tereat. _

One aim of this 
fedora* Ion, to which belong fully eight- 
eon millions of Protestant Church pe t- 
pie. la to bring to an end the over- 
Churchlug of small villages In Ver¬ 
mont con&lcuou* success has been ob¬ 
tained. In fourteen towns Methodist 
Congregational and Baptist congrega¬ 
tion* have come together, have closed 
buildings not needed, and have Jo*ne<Mn 
the support of one really g-wd man In 
each case to be their common minister 
Inseotne Instance* It has been Meth¬ 
odist and Congregational people who 
have united. In others Methodist and 
Baptist, sometimes all three. 

Instance* services are held alternately 
Jn the different buildings, but in several 
Instance* churches have been sold and 
real federation has been enterod Into 
No cases ' of dissatisfaction. at least 
none amounting to rupture, have been 
reported Efforts are now under way to 
extend this reform Into other part* of 
New England. Into New York and Penn¬ 
sylvania. and Into the older States of 
the Atlantic ooast. 


with full power. This Is Its first meet¬ 
ing* the council lts*-lf having com*' Into 
full power only a year «g«» The chair¬ 
man of It Is the Rev. Dr. William H 
Robert*, the well-known Presbyterian 
divine, but the president of the council 
Is Bishop Hendrix, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South.

State For Study. 


Recently It was agreed between the 
home mission committee cf the Federal 
Council lyui the Home Missions Council 
the latter a union of the home mis¬ 
sion boards, that a particular Stitt** 
should be selected for study, conditions 
learned and the experiment tried of 
carrying Into eitoct the?© and other re¬ 
forms of administration The State of 
Colorado was clipsen. and for six week# 
pa*: the Rev. O. F. Gardner bus been 
In Denver, assisting In the organization 
of a city and a State federation there 
and assisting local ministers throughout 
the State to make a thorough study of 
religious conditions Some experiments 
arc to be tried with Colorado a* a 
inode!, and such as prove successful are 
to be transplanted Into other States In 
;he West. Later an Eastern State may 
be taken for a similar study 

Two lines of work are to be under¬ 
taken In Colorado, and later In • other 
States One Is the prevention of over¬ 
lapping. the other the avoidance of over¬ 
looking. Both are deemed equally Im¬ 
portant. It happens often that Into 
some promising center half a dozen re¬ 
ligious bodies will go. all within a short 
time. The result is twice a# manv 
church©* as are neodpd It happens also 
that some towns, not regarded a* 
strategic or likely to grow, are left al¬ 
most destitute of religious ministrations 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars can 
he saved. It Is calculated, not to say 
many failures disastrous to the progress 
of Christianity. 

Some time since John R. Mott, of the 
Student Volunteer Movement, was elect¬ 
ed to heod this Federnl Council, a posi¬ 
tion of rare Influence for the right man. 
He has recently felt compelled to de¬ 
cline. giving as his reason certain 
pledges that he had previously made 
tcuthe student work In Oxford and Cam- 
brldgi- In England and to universities In 
Russia, especially the University of 
Moscow Had th?re been no engage¬ 
ment* beyond the borders of this coun¬ 
try he could, he .1* reported to have 
said, quitted the Volunteers and taken 
up the council work. It was the work 
In Europe that held Mm. The council 
Is now considering the name of another 
man. a layman. The place will brlnr 
any man who accepts It Into touch with 
every religious force In America.

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Watermelon Preserves. 


P I TEL the gre*n sktn from th* out¬ 
side of the melon and scrap* out 
the soft Interior. Cut th© rind 
Into strip# and lay these In a ket¬ 
tle lined with gf*p* leaves, springing 
each layer of the rind with a very little 
alum, and cover with a layer ©f grape 
leaves. Pour In a ^Ittle cold water, cover 
the kettle closely and steam th* content* 
for three hour*. Tjo not allow the con¬ 
tents to boll At the end of three hour# 
droln th* rind and throw Into cold wa¬ 
ter. Soak for four hours, draining off 
tho water and adding frjkft each hour. 
Boll together J ln a preserving kettle two 
and one- half pounds of granulated sbgar 
and a qiihrt of water, skimming as long 
as ecttm rises to the surface. When the 
scum stops rising drain the rind and lay 
it Into the hoikng syrup. f'nok until 
clrttr and tender, but not long enough 
to msJke It So soft thst It will break. l*y 
the rind on platter* to cool. Add to the 
syrup a .piece of sliced ginger root and a 
sliced lemon. Boll for ten minutes, pack 
the rind In Jar*. All to overflowing with 
the boiling svmp and seal. *

Pickled Watermelon. 


Peel and slice the rind «• for preserved 
melon, and wash wall. Put Into a kettle 
one quart of vinegar, three pounds of 
brown sugar, two broken sticks of cinna¬ 
mon. two ouncts of cloves- the** spices 
tied Into a muslin hag Boll for ffv* min¬ 
utes and drain the rind, than pour th© 
spiced vinegar over It. Stand for twenty- 
four hour* Drain off the vinegar and 
heat again, and Return It Id tho rind 
Leave for twenty-four hour* more, put 
rind -.and vlneghr back on the atuve. boll 
for Urn mlputeo. tak© <mt th* splcobag 
and pack the pick tea In Jar*. Oiling these 

with the scalding vln*gar.

Elderberry WIno. 


Wash eight quarts of berries and pour 
over them four quarts of bulling water. 
Bet aside over night. In the morning 
strain and pres# out all the Juice. Into 
four quarts of the Juice stir three pound* 
of granulated sugar, on* ounce of pow 
dcred cinnamon and one-half ounce of 
powdered cloves. Boll for live minutes 
and pour Into a stone crock Throw' a 
cloth over this to exclude all dust and set 
away to ferment. When fermentation 
ceases, rack off carefully, bottle and seal.

Rhubarb Marmalade. 


Wash the rhubarb, sorope 11 and cut It 
Into half-inch lengths Weigh the fruit, 
and to every pound of it allow a pound 
nf sugar Put rhubarb and granulated 
SYYgar together with a very little water 
and set nsld© overnight. Xn the morning 
drain off the Juice, put It over the fire 
nnd boll it, stirring frequently and skim¬ 
ming as often as the senm rises to the 
surface. Lay in the rhubarb and simmer 
for twenty minutes, then remove and 
pack in Jars while you boll the syrup very 
thick. Add the Juice of a lemon, nnd till

P OSSIBLY you uro numbered 
amonf those Americans who 
b-n aaslly recall the great ex¬ 
citement occasioned throughout 
the country when the Union Pacific and 
Central Pacific railroad* mot. and It 
was at last possible to journey across 
the continent by rail. 

If this Is the case, then you doubt¬ 
less remember, also, the great Interest 
the country took In the completion of 
another steel highway to the Pacific— 
Henry VUlard’a Northern Pacific. And 
In this connection, perhaps you will re- 
caJI that the knowing ones of that time 
declared that these two Pacifies, ths 
Northern and ths Union. In alliance 
with the Central and Southern, would 
furnish the United States all of ths 
transcontinental transportation facil¬ 
ities that It would need for the next 
half century. 

But there came alqng. after a few 
years, a man who thought differently— 
one James J. Hill—and he Is world- 
famous to-day because he pushed 
through a third steam highway to the 
Pacific coast. He was followed some 
fifteen years later by Edward P. Rip¬ 
ley. whose energy and faith, backed 
largely by Boston capital, gave to the 
country yet another transcontinental 
outlet, the Atcblaort, Topeka and Santa 
Fe system. 

In part coincident with the building 
of this last system came the advent 
of E. H. Harrlman Into the Pacific 
railways, and when at last be had 
triumphed, the knowing ones of that 
lay said: 

“At last we have In the Utolted State* 
three great Pacific railway systems— 
the Hill system, the Harrlman system, 
the Santa Fe system— and it will be 
many a long year before there will 
come need of another/'

But. as James J. Hill confuted the 
knowing ones of his young manhood by 
building tfto Great Northern, and Ed¬ 
ward P. Ripley drove their confusion 
further home a decade and a half later 
by buildhig the Santa Fe system, so 
the knowing ones of a few years ago 
stand to-day stripped of their prophetic 
garment* by a former drug clerk, a 
former telegrapher, a former ma¬ 
chinist’s apprentice, a former office 
boy. a former life Insurance agent, and 
i former country school teacher. 

The former life Insurance agent ex¬ 
cepted. these are the men. who. with 
the proper financial backing, have given 
to the country within the last four 
years three new highways to the Pa¬ 
cific. And. curiously enough, two of 
them were completed this year almost 
on the same day. an event In the rail¬ 
way history of the country that 1* un¬ 
paralleled. .♦ 

The former drug clerk 1* Roswell Mil¬ 
ler; the former telegrapher is Albert 
J. Earllng. As chairman of the board 
of directors and a* president of the Chi¬ 
cago. Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, 
respectively, these two men planned, 
and pushed through to completion this 
year, after four years spent In actual 
construction, the 1.489-mllc extension of 
their road from Gienham. S. D„ to the 
Puget Sound harbors of Seattle and Ta¬ 
coma

Completed At Same Tima 




The former machinist's apprentice Is 
Edward T. Jeffery. The former office 
boy Is Charks* H. Schlack*. Mr Jef¬ 
fery, as president of the Denver and 
Rio Grande, a Gould property, showed 
George Gould how he could easily se¬ 
cure a Pacific outlet for hie Missouri 
Pacific. Mr. Gould approved, and. just 
about the time that President Earllng 
was witnessing th** driving of the last 
•pike In the St. Paul extension, Mr. 
Jeffery and hta right-hand man. 
Schlacks. announced to Mr Gould tho 
•piking in place of the final rail of the 
Western Pacific, running from Salt 
Lake City to Oakland. Cal., opposite 
San Francisco, with a trackage of 930 
miles, 

The former country school teacher Is 
a copper king, u former United States 
Senator, and. Incidentally, he has been 
accused by his enemies of carrying 
around in a. handy pocket one of the 
largest States that go to make up the 
union. The name he signs to his checks 
Is W. A Clark. Mis Pacific railway 
stroicliee In a southwesterly direction 
from Salt I*ak* CUy to San Pedro, the 
• port of Los Angeles, a distance of SOU 
miles. It rune through a desert for 
more than five hundred miles. It almost 
skirts Death Valley, It ha* eaten \ip 
millions of Its builders dollars; yet It 
Ik a true outlet to the Pacific, and Its 
owner i* confident that some day. with 
the coming of water, even the desert 



and St. Paul a* assistant to tho gen¬ 
eral manager. Seven year* later he 
was president of the road, and as suoh 
he practically made this property what 
It Is to-day. 

For years prior to hi* becoming 
president of the St. Paul. It had been 
borrowing money with which to declare 
dividends. The new executive gave It 
a* his opinion that he didn’t see the 
wisdom of robbing Peier to pay Paul, 
and stopped paying dividends until such 
time as the rond actually earned them. 

Also, for years prior to his advent os 
president, that part of the road lying 
west of the Mississippi was practically 
run separately from that part of the 
road lying east of the great river. In 
other words, the two parts were rivals, 
to all intents and purpose*, the manage¬ 
ment of each part making no pretense 
to work In any except the most super¬ 
ficial harmony. Even the signal* by 
wh trains were moved were different 
cn each pan of the road a* divided by 
tne Mississippi. Hem was a splendid 
chance 'or executive action, and Mr 
it at once, with the result 
that j gr-at many things happened 
u:«tt! them was established nmor^ the 
en.p'* ye* an esprit da corps tha: 
stretched from end lo end •'f the system 

Nine crowded 3 ears Mr. Miller put 
!r» op president cf tho St Paul. Then,, 
that Ik might devote most of hi# time 
to the financial end. h»» became chair¬ 
man of the board of directors, sur¬ 
rendering the presidency *o Albert J. 
Earllng. who. like ills Immediate pre¬ 
decessor. Is said to be on friendly t<*rmj 
with every spike and tie In the road 
with which he began as a telegrapher. 

T*h‘« friends of both men say that 
Mr Miller and Mr. Earllng work to¬ 
gether an harmoniously largely be¬ 
cause of the fact that to each man 
the St. Paul Is the business apple of 
his eye. On one occasion Mr. H.irrl- 
man, who got to knpw M. Earllng well 
In the board meetings of the Union 
Pacific, said to the latter: 

“Earllng. would you be w illing to be¬ 
come president of such and such a 
railroad (naming it), at *uch and auch 
a salary (naming It)?* 


he permitted himself even in the y« ars 
before he took up th** task of putting 
new life into the St. Paul. 

The career of Edward T. Jeffery, 
George J Gould** effective and vic¬ 
torious right urm so far as the con¬ 
struction of the Western Pacific rail¬ 
road Is concerned, furnishers an excel¬ 
lent Illustration of the fact that the 
higher prizes of the railway* service do 
not go by* favor, nor arc they won by* 
any family Influence or social distinc¬ 
tion or political pull. 

Born In Liverpool the same ye*r that 
Roswell Miller saw light In the little 
Pennsylvania town of Hartford, Mr. 
Jeffery was brought to this country by 
his parent* while still a lad, and he 
wo* only 13 when h* became an ap¬ 
prentice In the machine shops of the 
Illinois Central In Chicago. He went 
Into the shop* without attracting no¬ 
tice and without friends. But one day 
the superintendent of his department 
discovered the lad attempting to tench 
himself the rudiment* of mechanical 
drawing, und from that time forth he 
received plenty of opportunities to show 
what was In him for the good of tho 
Illinois Central And so, twenty-one 
years after entering the road’s employ, 
he. a young man of only 34. became Its 
giuieml superintendent 
J At that time the Illinois Central was 
gradually but surely expanding toward 
the West and the ffbuthwest, and one 
day General Superintendent Jyfery 
would Ik* in St. Lottis, another In South 
ern Illinois, another nt Memphis, and 
yet another at Kansas City, studying 
general railroad conditions. In such 
manner he taught himself what the re¬ 
sources of the West are, and what th** 
relation of railway transportation to the 
development of them would !*. It was 
the possession of this expert knowl¬ 
edge that hrought him ultimately Into 
close association with George Gould 
and so made of him the chief builder 
of the Western Pacific. 

When Jay Gould took hold of the 
Missouri Pacific system, ns he said half 
facetiously, to see what he could do 
with It—to find out If he had construc¬ 
tive railway ability—he realized that If 
tho system were to be perfected It must 


through which the road run* wfll blos¬ 
som a* the rose. This 1* the road that 
is known a* tho San Pedro, Los Aiigeies 
and Salt Lake, and it was completed 
about four years ago. 

As for the former Hfe Insurance 
agent, until now excepted, his name 
1* Arthur E. Stillwell; and he It Is who 
Is rapidly pushing to completion this 
year the Pacific railroad that Is ulti¬ 
mately to become a true transconti¬ 
nental system, and. possibly, may be 
the first railway from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific entirely under one control. 
He ha* named hla road the Kansu* 
Clfy, Mexico and Orient, and It* course 
is southwesterly from Kansas CUy to 
the Mexican harbor of Topolobamjpo, a 
railroad distance of 1.659 miles. Com¬

In the ca*e of Roswell Miller, now 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the St. Paul system, this l* due greatly 
to the fact that he Is a consistent shun- 
ner of personal publicity, being mod¬ 
est to the point of shyness, so his 
friends declare. Another of his char¬ 
acteristic* Is that he is as quiet out¬ 
wardly a* his “»!de-klcker.“ President 
Earllng. Is quick and restless. But Mr 
Earllng, who ho* a reputation of push¬ 
ing himself to the limit, for all his ner¬ 
vous activity doesn’t “put It over” the 
chairman of the board In the amount 
of work he doe* in a day. 

In explanation of Mr. Miller's ln- 
tensencss when at work, and of his 
love for the railroad In which he Is one 
of tho two dominating figures, his 
friend* say that not until ho had got 
along well In life did he give a thought 
to domestic comforts.

W ASHINGTON. Oct, 28 — 
“Smugglers are bad losers,** 
says the Hon. Jaanes B. 
Reynolds. “They think the 
customs business is a game, and try 
to beat It. When they win, they brag, 
telling their friends how easy It Is to 
get the better of Undo Sam If they 
lose they put up a squeal. That Is 
what all the row Is about In New York 
Ju*t now." * 

As Assistant Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury, Mr. Reynolds bosses all the cus¬ 
tom- houne* and manages a business 
that yie lds 1300.000,000 a year In profits 
to the Govern rnent- 
The trouble In New* York referred to 
In tha statement above has been In¬ 
vestigated by Mr. Reynolds, who backs 
up the actions of Collector William 
Loeb, of that port. 

From very early times there seems 
to have been a strong popular feeling 
against all revenue laws, which were 
held to be an infringement of human 
rights Any way to beat them ha* al- 
way* been considered legitimate, and 
to-day there are ever *o many people. 
Incapable of any other form of dishon¬ 
esty, who will oagrrly accept an oppor. 
tunity to defraud the Treasury of a 
few dollars In custo m* due- —never 
feeling any reproach oi conscience on 
the subject, but. on the contrary, de¬ 
riving a keen delight from the achieve¬ 
ment. 

The smuggling of earlier day* was 
done mainly by fnst-sAlllng vessel* 
spMSally t-quippad for the purpose, 
which, running the coastguard block- 
ad* hid their contraband goods—con¬ 
sisting very commonly of silks, lace? 
and high-priced liquors—In caves and 
other Mich convenient places along 
short . This sort of business, however. 




ha« been almost entirely done awa> 
with, and nt the present time evasions 
of the customs are accomplished almost 
exclusively by Ingenious tricks of in¬ 
dividual*. 

Most of the smuggling nowadays li 
done by people who conceal things an 
their persons—particularly Jewelry and 
laces, which are of sms 11 hulk and high 
value. If it were not for the threat 
of personal search it Is safe to say that 
the Government would collect almost no 
duty at All on such articles of mer-, 
chandlse. 

This privilege of searching the free- 
born American citizen, when he return.% 
from a trip abroad, is supported by the 
law. Collector Loeb Is quoted as say¬ 
ing that he will not hesitate to “strip 
any individual to the skin” whom he 
has reason to suspect of attempting to 
smuggle. Whether he ever made this 
remark or not, he certainty has the 
legal right. 

Nevertheless, in practice such a 
thing Is never done unless the customs 
authorities have convincing evidence 
that fraud is being attempted—simply 
because. If a mistake be made, a howl 
of indignation is sure to arise. Public 
sentiment ha* to be considered. 

Mr. LoelV* activities a* Collector of 
the Port of New York began when he 
left the White House, where he had 
been secretary to President Roosevelt. 
It wjLu at the hitter's request that Mr. 
Taft appointed him to the collectorship, 
which pay* $12.0<D a year. 

Mr. Loeb started In at hls Job by dis¬ 
charging a number of old employes of 
the service and reducing tho pay of oth¬ 
ers. Those who remained, as well a* 
certain appointees of hls own, natural¬ 
ly developed an extraordinary zeal. The 
new Collector had declared that smug¬ 
gling must be stopped; therefore. If they 
wore to keep their places it was obvious¬ 
ly necessary that they should allow 
no guilty person to escape They made 
It their policy to suspect everybody; 
and. Just to be sure that nothing got 
away, they adopted the plan of “fnak-

Theirs Is no easy task, for 
the ladle*—God bless them—are con¬ 
stantly Inventing new and Ingenious 
schemes for defrauding Unci* Sam. 
When bustles were In fashion, those ex- 
croscenccs of costume were favorite re¬ 
ceptacles for contraband merchandise. 
High heels (hollowed out for the pur¬ 
pose). false calves, cakes of aoap. corks 
of perfumery bottles, and evej the Icg» 
of dolls may contain undeclared dia¬ 
monds: and a favorite trick Is to sc-.v 
the most costly laces upon Inexpensive 
underclothing 

Duties on Imported gowns and other 
femlnlno finery aro very high, and the 
temptation to bring them in without 
paying Uncle Sam his percentage Is pro¬ 
portionately groat. Hence it come* 
about that some fashlonahle dressmak¬ 
ers and milliners in New York and oth¬ 
er big cities are among the most Invet¬ 
erate of smugglers 

A combination of Importers of such 
valuable merchandise, backed by plenty 
of capital, and engaged In this sort of 
enterprise on an extensive scale, tvos re¬ 
cently brought to light In the metropo¬ 
lis—one result being an enforced con¬ 
tribution of nearly thr»*e-quarters of a 
million dollars to the Government’* cof¬ 
fers. And the fact was Incidentally dis¬ 
closed that a couccrn with headquarters 
In Pari* has been guaranteeing the safe 
delivery of smuggled goods to American 
consignors for the moderate price of 
1500 per trunk—thi* payment including 
bribes to officials on both side* of the 
water. 

A a already stated, the business of sys¬ 
tematic smuggling by vessels regularly 
employed In the Industry* has almost 
ceased to exist* The revenue cutter 
service (now employed to enforce the 
navigation laws, and for a great variety 
of minor purposes) was originally or¬

Morgan turned loose 
a part of his men to pillage Another 
force he sent to the monastery and 
convent. He herded all the nun* and 
monks together and after all the plun¬ 
der had been gathered from the houvj 
he formed the religious men and wom¬ 
en Into companies. He had ladders 
made and these he forced the momes 
nnd nuns to carry and place agtlnst 
the walls of the fort so the pirates 
could climb them. With the religious 
men and women leading the way and 
acting a* a shield the pirates prepared 
to attack the second castle. The nuns 
shrieked to the Governor, begging him 
to surrender and savo their lives, and 
the monk* added their appeals nnd la¬ 
mentations. but the Governor, begging 
God's forgiveness, ordered his men to 
shoot. Many of the nuns and monks 
were killed, but some, prodded In the 
back by the knives of the pirates, 
reached the fort and put up their lad¬ 
ders. When the pirates gained the 
walls the defenders threw down their 
arms, all bat the brave Governor. He 
died fighting. 

The struggle over, the pirate* gave 
themselves up to the most horrible de¬ 
baucheries. Next came the torturing of 
the prisoners to make them reveal 
Where things were hidden For fifteen 
days Morgan held the city prostrate. 
Then he determined to depart. The 
place was unhealthy and some of his 
men were down with fever. Before he 
would go he determined to demand a 
fitting ransom, so he sent two messen¬ 
gers over the mountains to Panama to 
demand 100.000 pieces of eight <the 
Spani**h dollar) under threat of burn¬ 
ing the city Panama was deeply con¬ 
cerned In Puerto Bello’s fate, a* many 
of the Panama merchants had ware- 
houses at Puerto Bello and stocks of 
goods there.

The messengers brought back word 
that the Governor of Panama was 
sending an army to relieve Puerto 
Bello.. Instead of seeking safety in 
flight, Morgan set out at one© to meet 
the advancing force. He struck the 
advance guard and defeated It There¬ 
upon the Governor sent word to him to 
evacuate Puerto Bello at once or he 
could expect no quarter. Morgan told 
him the. castle* would be held until 
the 100,000 pieces of eight were paid, 
and If tbe ransom was not paid 
promptly the city would be destroyed. 
The *.>rely stricken people, despairing 
of getting rid of th© monster in any 
other way. paid the money. 

Tn addition to the ransom Morgan 
got 250.000 pieces of eight and silks 
and other merchandise worth a great 
sum. The Governor of Panama was so 
net wished nt Morgan’s success that he 
n*ked for n pattern of the arm* the 
pirate used Morgan sent a pistol and 
a few' bullets, and said if the Governor 
would keep them one year Morgan 
would go to Panama and take them 
away. 

Loaded with booty the pirates re¬ 
turned to Jamaica. For a few week* 
there was a riot of dissipation there, 
and rhen their hundred* of thousands 
of dollar* of plunder were gone and 
they had to consider new schemes. By 
this time Morgan’* exploits had gnlned 
a great name for him. and when he 
caHed for buccaneers to rendezvous at 
Coro Isle, south of San Domingo, for 
another campaign, a great number of 
pirates Apckcd there There was one 
big English ship of thirty-six guns in 
the fleet There was another, a French 
one. of equal site. 

The French pirates were suspicious 
of the English, who made up th© bulk 
of Morgan’s force. And when Morgen 
Invited them to Join they refused Mor¬ 
gan'expressed sorrow' and Invited Lho 
leaders of the French party aboard his 
vessel for a banquet When he got 
them in his cabin he made all of them 
prisoners and then he seized the* 
French craft A few day* later there 
was a general jollification aboard Mor¬ 
gan’s boat In the midst of It there 
was a terrific explosion The boat wa* 
blown to pieces and 350 English pi¬ 
rates. together with the French pris¬ 
oner* in the hold, were killed 

As luck would have It Morgan was 
not aboard The disaster did not dis¬ 
turb him. and he proceeded to push 
hi* plans for the campaign Just a* if 
nothing hnd happened. He expected 
to start with fifteen ships, but seven 
did not arrive in time, so he sailed with 
eight Hi* dertlnatiOn was Munftcaibo 
The city Is on a lake and ther** was 
a fort at the mouth of the harbor 
Much to Morgan’s surprise the Span¬ 
iard*. after a brief engagement, aban¬ 
doned this fort, and he was able to 
take his fleet Into th© lake He found 
th© city deserted and little plunder 
left behind Furious with anger he 
ransacked the country round for fugi¬ 
tives Thirty were brought In tbe first 
day Some of these he crucified to 
make them disclose the retreat or tho 
people Others were tortured by hav¬ 
ing flamfr.fr palm leaves applied to their 
bodies. Matches were burned between 
the fingers and toes of others Tftoie 
w<re but n few of the atrocities com- 
mltted. Each day a* new victims were 
brought in new* horrors were resorted 
to One day three weeks nfter hi* 
arrival, n slave under torture offered 
to conduct Morgan to a river off the 
lake, where the riches of Maracaibo 
were secreted, ar.d also to another 
point where tho women, of Maracaibo 
and Gibraltar, an Inland town, were 


gathered Morgan sent 200 men aiter 
the plunder and went himself with 250 
to attack Gibraltar. He waa gone 
twelve days on this trip and got a 
little plunder, but failed to capture any 
women or bring on an engagement with 
the people of Gibraltar, they fleeing 
to the mountains for safety. Disgusted 
and enraged, he returned to Maracai¬ 
bo. and then was startled to find that 
three Spanish warships had arrived In 
his absence. They blocked the mouth 
of the lake, and the admiral. Don Alon¬ 
zo del Campo, had restored the fort 
and garrlsontd it. 

Any other man than Morgan might 
have considered the game ended, but 
he did not. With magnificent effront¬ 
ery he sent a peremptory demand to 
the admiral for a ransom for Mara¬ 
caibo. If H wo# not paid he threatened 
to burn every building ir the city. 

The admiral was so Impressed by the 
audacity of Morgan that while he re¬ 
fused to agree to ransom the city lie 
offered if the pirates surrendered all 
their plunder and prisoners to allow 
them to leave without molestation. 

Morgan did not believe in giving up 
anything Putting his eight ships in 
order for departure he prepared to 
fight hts way out. But soon saw It 
was impossible to get through the nar¬ 
row channel so long as the fort’s guns 
commanded the harbor Unab o to cope 
with the fort from the waterside ho 
resorted to a strategem. In the day¬ 
light he disembarked most of his men 
and arranged them as if to attack the 
fort at mght in the rear Admiral 
Del Campo promptly shifted »? rl * 
guns from the harbor side to the land 
side of the structure. Morgan did not 
attack that night, but Just at dawn he 
started down the channel with a nro- 
boat leading the way. The Spanish 
vc*sels were at anchor 

Before they realized the danger th© 
great ship of the Admiral was ablaze. 
The second ship was sunk by Its com¬ 


mander to prevent it from being cap- 
lured. The third had no opportunity to 
escape and so surrendered. In the ship 
that was sunk there was a great amount 
of plAtc and 40.000 pieces of eight. 
Morgan got most of the money out of 
the sunken warship and then he sent 
an ultimatum to Don Alonzo, who still 
held the fort. If he did not get 20.000 
pieces of eight he would burn the city, 
he said. The residents, hopeless, and 
knowing no other way to get rid of the 
terrible man and his savage band, paid 
the money. 

After this exploit nothing seemed too 
big for Morgan. When his men, after 
a frightful orgy in Jamaica, were eager 
for another expedition, he promised 
them the greatest one the gulf ever had 
known. He sent word to all the pirate 
centers in the West Indies for the buc¬ 
caneers to gather, and In response to 
his summons the biggest fleet of pirate 
craft that ever assembled under ono 
captain was placed under hia command. 
When he sailed away It was at the head 
of thirty-seven vessels, with 2.000 fight-, 
ing men. exclusive of sailors and boys. 
The pirate wa* too Important a person 
by that time to do common sailor work. 
It wa* on December 16. 1670. that Mor¬ 
gan left the west shore of Cuba with 
Ms armada. Within a week he was at 
St. Catherine, the place he had visited 
with MansveU years before. It was 
plain to his subordinate* then what the 
master pirate had in view. He planned 
to put Into execution the great schema 
of the man he had served under, and 
Incidentally to sack Panama. But Mor¬ 
gan found that he had more on his 
hands than he bargained for. Th© 
Spaniards had Improved the fortifica¬ 
tions of St. Catherine decidedly since 
Morgan’s previous visit. There now 
were nine fort* and the garrison was 
ample, even if many of the defenders 
were convicts from Spain’* various col¬ 
onies. 


Morgan attacked vigorously, but made 
little progress, and. tn fact, wa* In a 
desperate way until he reported to his 
old game of bluff. Sending a flag of 
truce Into the principal fort, he demand¬ 
ed Its surrender. Much to his surprise, 
the Governor agreed, but stipulated that 
In order to save hl« fac© it would be 
necessary for the pirates to renew the 
attack, but without bulleta He sent 
some of his lieutenants to be held as 
hostages to insure good faith on his 
part. Morgan carried out his part of 
the compact, and all nlns fort* were 
surrendered, together with 80.000 pounds 
of powder and an immense number of 
guns. 

Morgan at once sent his vice admiral. 
Brudely, to attack the fort at th© mouth 
of the Chagres River, and so clear the 
way to Panama. But again the pirates 
hud more on their hands than they ex¬ 
pected. The Crtftgres fort was defended 
so valiantly that It might never have 
been captured had It not been for pi¬ 
rates’ luck. One of the buccaneers had 
been wounded In the hack by an arrow, 
the dart coming out of his side. He 
pulled the arrow out. and then, wrap¬ 
ping a bit of cotton around it. he put 
U In his musket and shot It back to the 
fort. The cotton wa* Ignited by the 
powder, and the arrow, falling on the 
palm-thatched roof of one of the build¬ 
ings within the fort, set It afire. Th© 
Maze spread and got to one of the mag¬ 
azines. There was an explosion that 
wrecked a part of the fort. Even after 
that the defenders fought heroically. 
When the pirates finally captured the 
fort only thirty of th# garrison of 314 
were living. The pirate* lost 170 killed 
and wounded. 

With the garrisoning of St. Catherine 
and Chagres and th© loss by death 
wound* and disease, Morgan’s force 
wo* reduced to 1.200 when he set out 
from Chagres. early In January, 1671. 
for Panama. That march across th© 
Isthmus was one of the most remark¬ 
able In history. The path the pirates 
had to follow had been stripped by the 
Spaniards and the Indians of every¬ 
thing tn the way of foodstuffs Day 
after day the pirates tolled along mad¬ 
dened by hunger, but unable to' find 
grain or meat. Several times the men 
were on the point of mutiny They be¬ 
came so reduced that they ate leather 
bag* they found tn a storehouse up the 
mountainside. For six days tftey were 
w ithout ari> food whatever After nine 
days of such suffering a* they never 
hnd known before and after being so 
reduced In bodily strength that a com- 
pnratlvriy small body of troops might 


This was something unique In war¬ 
fare. Morgan arranged hi* cut throats 
In regular battle formation, and lading 
position n> ; nr the city awaited the at¬ 
tack of the Spaniards. The bull© 
proved to be like boomerang*. From 
the bullets of th© pirates they turned 
and dashed Into the rang* of the Span¬ 
iard*. scattering cavalry and ini miry 
alike. The pirates followed up thU *ad- 
vantage, but it was only after three 
hours’ fighting that the 8pnniurds re¬ 
tired defeated, leaving 600 dead and 
wounded on the field. The pirate k*s 
was heavy. 

Panama at that time had 2,000 An© 
residences, seven monasteries, two ca¬ 
thedrals. one convent, one hospital. 200 
warehouses and a lot uf handsome pub¬ 
lic buildings. To terrorize the people 
Morgan at once set fire to the larger 
buildings. The fire burned for tour 
weeks. Immediately after setting th© 
principal building* afire he sent looting 
parties through the city Had these 
men puld strict attention to the duties 
to which they were assigned a rich 
treasure would have fallen into their 
hands, but they gave themselves up to 
debaucheries, and before they turned 
their attention to looting again, the 
King's plate and the Jewels and wealth 
of th© richest men in Panama, together 
with a vast amount of gold Ingots and 
the gold and valuable ornament* of the 
cathedral*, had been loaded on a gal¬ 
leon. in which also sailed the women 
of the convent. 

For three week * Morgnn practiced on 
the unfortunate people of Panama all 
tho inhumanities, all tho terrible crime* 
he had visited before upon the people 
of the other cities h* had sacked; th*n. 
when some of hi* men threatened to 
mutiny and sail the Pacific In search 
of the treasure ship, he gathered up 
all hi* plunder and. with about 600 
prisoners, mostly women he left what 
had been Panama and etarted back for 
Chagres. The only way to recover the 
prisoners wa* by ransom. Some were 
ransomed, but not many.

Near Chagres Morgan halted his pi¬ 
rate army and divided thu spoils at 
Panama The part that each man re¬ 
ceived was far below expectation* and 
thqre %vero open charges that the 
Master Pirate had robbed his fellowa 
According to the pirate code there Is 
no higher crime- So grave did th© 
sltustlon become that when Morgan 
reached Chagres he did not tarry long, 
but getting aboard his flagship he sailed 
away. Only four of th© other vessels 
followed him. The remainder of the 
armada straggled back across the gulf 
within the next few months, some of 
the vessels halting at unprotected 
towns along the scacoast to pillage. 

The sacking of Panama was a serious 
blow to SpAln. For a time it paralyzed 
Spanish trade and commerce along the 
Pacific CoasL Morgan, who went from 
Jamaica to London, wa* received as 
a hero and was knighted by King 
Charles. He did not remain in Eng^ 
land long, but was hack In the gulf 
eoon again. His wonderful success had 
filled him with ambition to climb to a 
height never before reached by a pirate. 
He dreamed of winning Cuba from the 
Spaniards and commanding tho whole 
of the gulf and of making himself Em¬ 
peror of the West Indies. But his old 
men would not trust him after the 
division of the loot of Panama, and 
when, finding that piracy ws* waning, 
owing to peace between England and 
Spain, he became Deputy Governor of 
Jamaica, he took a fiendish delight in 
hanging, bastinadoing and visiting the 
most excruciating punishment* upon 
such pirate* as came before him for 
trial. Terrible as he was a* a pirate, 
he w as almost as terrible a* a Governor. 
Never did he se«m so happy as when 
inflicting suffering on others. There are 
half a dozen stories of hi* death, ail 
apocryphal. One has him hanged In 
England One has hinrbound to a rock 
In tho Carrlbean 8ea and his eyes 
plucked out by vulture* while the tide 
rose to engulf him. Anothsr and prob¬ 
ably a better authority has him dying 
at a good old aee peacefully in bod.

S TAGE omelets are old frlendo, 
yew hey always cause a shiver. 

Those silk hits that or© bor¬ 
rowed from the audience are 
old acquaintances also Even the eg** 
that go to the making of the orpetat* 
seem of a respectable afltlqulty. 

Since wo were children we have wit¬ 
nessed these tricks. Yet few of us 
know* how simple they are. . 

When performed by a bright and live¬ 
ly magician trick* of this kind cause 
no end of excitement, because the per¬ 
former apparently destroys property 
that ho has borrowed from the audi¬ 
ence. My father performed them In 
two or three different ways, but always 
with a pleasing effect. 

An assistant In one of the beet of 
tU^se tricks borrow* three or four rings 
from different ladies in the audience, 
placing them on the end of a wand, 
and. returning to the stage, passes 
them to tho magician. As the magi¬ 
cian merely take* the wand., without 
touching the rings, they are apparent¬ 
ly not out of the audience s sight at 

any time. . . 

The magician r.ext produce* a ham¬ 
mer. nnd. after holding the ring* up 
to view*, exclaims: ”1 am now about 
to mark these rings so that you wMll 
all know them when you see them 
again ” Saying this, hr hit* each ring 
several sharp blow* with tne hammer, 
and shows that each one 1* badly bent. 

Hi* assistant now appears dressed a* 
a cook Bringing forward a large 
chafing-dish or saucepan, he hands it 
to tho magician and lav* the cover upon 
a table standing nearby. 

Explaining that he is about to make 
a pigeon omelet, the magician tap* his 
assistant upon th© foreheAd. After 
making a number of comical gestures, 
the Assistant opens hi* mouth, from 
w'hlch the magician take* ono or more 
egg*, which he break* and drops into 
the open saucepan. Then he explain* 
that he will u*c the rings to flax'or th© 
omelet, and drop* them Into the pan 
Producing a hottlo containing spirit*, 
the assistant pours In a few drop*, 
which ho Igulte* with a lighted candle. 

A* the flame* taap Into the air. the cov¬ 
er l* placed on the pan. 

By till* tlm©. no doubt, th© owner* of 
th© ring© nr© beginning to feel uneas> ; 
hut this Just* only a short time. for. as 
th© muitichtn lift* the cover, three or 
four l^ve pigeons fly out, each ono hav¬ 
ing on"' of the borrowed ring* suspended 
to its neck by * dainty pier© of ribbon. 

The ring* are then returned tk* the own¬ 
ers in perfect order. 

The secret of ibis experiment lie* In 
a little clever acting nnd In the con¬ 
struction of the saucepan. When tho 
assistant borrow* th© rings he uses the 
magician's wand. Upon one ©nd of the 
4\*and are placed three or four ordinary 
brass rings. Then© ring* the assist* u 
conceal* by holding them on the wand 
under Ms left hand. While collecting 

rln«*« t rrtm that andf h» xalat. 
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pan. where It i* held snugly by th 
ridge at the point* marked C. Wbe 
the cover is raised the pigeons are r« 

leased. 

While the magician Is hammerln 
the duplicate rings the assistant tie 
the borrowed rings to the necks c 
the pigeons. 

Then placing the pigeon* In the cove 
a* described, he brings the saucepo 
upon the stage Just in time for th 
conclusion of the experiment. Th 
flames are smothered by the partitlo 
a* It fells into the pan.

Th© magician palm* u 
second egg. As the assistant open* his 
mouth and shows an egg th© magi¬ 
cian places a hand In front of his 
mouth; but instead of taking out th© 
egg. h© shove* it back into the mouth 
and at the tame time produce* the 
palmed egg. This operation may be

The fiaucepan is constructed as In 
Diagram No. 1. There la a partition 
(A) concealed In the cover or Ud. This 
partition ha* a tlnv ridge iround the 
top. and i* held in place by m» an* of 
two or more pieces of flexible steel 
«B. B>. which are fastened to tbe lid 
at th© bottom and extend outward at 
the top. The pigeon* ar© concealed 
between th© partition and the top of the 
lid. 

When the lid Is put on th© partition 

is released and drop* down into the 


The Welsh rarebit trick is something 
upon the order of th© first, except the 
construction of the pan. 

The performer show* a saucepan, as 
In Diagram No. 2, gjyly decorated with 
gold and black. 

Cutting up a few* piece* of bread and 
a piece of cheese, he drops them into 
the pan and. after sprinkling in a lit¬ 
tle sauce, announces that he is about 
to show* th© audience Just how a 
Welsh rarebit should be made. 

Replacing the cover, he borrow’* a 
gentleman’s high hat and a lady’s hand¬ 
kerchief He now explains that th© 
hat he will use for a stove and th© 
handkerchief for fu©l. Placing the 
handkerchief in the hat. he puts ch© 
pan into the hat to see that it fits 
snugly. Then removing the pan. ho 
Ignites the handkerchief and move* th© 
pan to and fro over th© flame* o« they 
appear above th© hat He now lower* 
the pan Into the hat and extlngulehes 
nhe flam©*, after which h© remove* th© 
pan. Taking off the lid. ho brings to 
view a live nabblt. th© che©*©. bread 
and saucepan having disappeared en¬ 
tirely. Next he produce* th© handker¬ 
chief. uninjured, from the hat. 

The saucepan Is constructed a* in 
Diagram No. 3. It consist* of four 
parts: A Is the top. B 1* th© tray th© 
sam© depth as the top or lid. and fit* 
over th© outer edge of th© side of th© 
lid and into the top of tfhe saucepan, c 
1* the body of th© pan. w'hll© D Is a 
cover which fit* over the outside of 
the saucepan. The tray (B> ha* a 
ridge around the top which meets a 
ridge on th© outside of the lid. 

When th© pan Is first showm th© tray 
< B) is r©sting In th© top of th© pan. as 
Indicated by th* dotted lines. It is this 
tray which receives the bread, cheese 
and sauce The rabbit Is concealed In 
space C. 

After placing the borrowed handker¬ 
chief In thr hat the magician lower* 
th© pan Into the hat a* described above. 
In so doing he release* Dr'which stays 
in the hot A duplicate handkerchief Is 
concealed between C and D, which the 
magklaq burn*. 

While pretending to extinguish the 
fire, the magician slip* the pan <C> Into 
cover ID), raising cover (D> out wltn 
the body of the p.»n fC>. 

When *he cover (A) I* takvn off. the 
tray IB) which fits A rnugiy. stays 
in place. a« In the diagram. So you 
see how simple it Is when you know 
how.

At present th© imperial family ©lands 
at th© top. but even that Is divided Into 
factions. The relative© of Pu Yl. the 
3-year-old baby whom tho great Dow¬ 
ager chose as the Emperor, hav© their 
hands ln th© machine, and the regent Is 
Prince Chun, this baby’s father. At the 
same time one must remember that 
when Prince Chun's brother, Kwang 
Su. tho last Emperor, began hla reign 
ho was likewise & baby, and that with a 
father fully as strong os the present 
Imperial regent. Nevertheless, the elder 
Chun had no power through his son, 
and the Government was managed by 
th© great Dow-ager, who held the reins 
to th© day of her death. W© have now 
another Empress Dowager In Tsai Au’s 
place, and It relhains to be seen wheth¬ 
er she and her party will not over¬ 
shadow Prlnc© Chun. 

It Is said that the new Empress 
Dowager has no Independence of ac¬ 
tion. She Is represented as a gentle 


creature and with th© backbone of a 
Jelly-fish. Within the past few months 
she has given the Me to such state¬ 
ments. She has refused to approve of 
many, pf th© extravagant expenditures 
Inaugurated by her predecessor, and 
has directed that the bills of the im¬ 
perial household b© cut down. Th© old 
dowager had planned Improvements at 
th© summer palace which were to cost 
millions. The -orders for these have 
been countermanded, the electric lights 
hav© been taken out of certain of th© 
buildings, and an order for a new steam 
launch on the poJace lake has been 
canceled. 

• • • 

Forced On Late King. 
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It will b© remembered that Tsai Au, 
when she first came Into the palace, 
wag noted for her modesty and back¬ 
wardness; and that It was not until 
her Imperial husband died that th© 
officials had any idea that ©he pos¬ 
sessed remarkable ability. Yr^nala. 
tl^ wife of Kwang Su. the present Em. 
press Dowager, Is the nine© of the great 
dowager, and as such sho was forced 
upon Kwang Su. That young Emperor 
did not want her. but the great dow¬ 
ager Insisted, and In order to smooth 
matters gave Kwang Su a a his first 
mistress tho girl he had picked out for 
his wife. Indeed, it | s said that Kwang 
Su never loved Yehonala, and that he 
sometimes threw his shoe at her ln 
anger. fc*he may have been a spy of 
th© old Empress, and as such have 
kept her posted on the faith or unfalth 
of her Imperial husband. 

Yehonala is by no means a beauty. 
She Is lean, wrinkled and yellow. She 
ha* bad teeth, stooping shoulders and 
a sorrowful face. Sh© has, howAver. 
th© absolute control of th© young Em¬ 
peror, to whom she stands ln th© light 
of a mother, with all the authority 
that comes from that position In Oiina. 
As such she has taken the real place 
of th© Princess Chun, th© wife of th© 
regent, who Is th© baby Emperor’s real 
mother. The latter does not live In 
th© pnlace; she has nothing to do with 
Pu Yl and has ©van to beg for an 
audience with her own baby aon.

Princess Chun, the elder, had fojar 
sons. Th© second was'the late Emperor 
and the third the present prlnc© re¬ 
gent 

I understand that Tsai Au wavered 
between making th© prince himself 
or the imperial baby th© heir to the 
throne, and that she had long confer¬ 
ences with Yuang Shih Kal and Chang 
Chlh Tung on thls'subject. It Is prob¬ 
able that Yuan Shih Kal preferred th© 
baby, and it may be that this was 
one of th© reasons of that statesman’s 
dismissal from office. 

There is no doubt but that Prince 
Chun is more fitted to rule China than 
any other member of the Imperial 
family. H© is better educated than the 
other Tartar princes; h© has traveled 
more and knows more about modem 
methods nnd modem civilization. He 
kept his eyes open when he was sent 
to Germany to apologize to the Kaiser 
for the murder of Baron von Ketteler. 
As he traveled he had a map before 
him and studied the politics of th© 
countries he passed through. He ^aw 
the W'ondfr* of our civilization, and 
sine© he has been on the throne he has 
been Mudylng the Western science*, 
modern military tactics and other 
things. One of the Generals of th© 
Chinese army who was formerly Min¬ 
ister to Loudon, is giving him lesson^ 
liv English, and he listens to lectures 
upon various .subjects*for about two 
hour© each day.

The accident, following so 
closely upon the Injury to Midshipman 
Wilson, who sustained a fractu-e of the 
fifth vertebrae at Annapolis two weeks 
ago to-day. has aroused & feeling of 
uneasiness among the cadets that the 
Government may take some action to 
curtail football.

CURTAIL PRODUCTION. 


Charlotte. N. C.. Oct. 30.—At a meet. 
Ing of all the cotton mills of Almanac 
county, held at Burlington to-day. It 
was unanimously resolved to curtail 
production to the extent of two days a 
week, or one-third time, until Febru¬ 
ary m*xt.

The wife of a well-knoVvn citizen of 
Louisville was standing at the corner 
of Brook and Kentucky streets at 1:30 
o'clock Friday afternoon waiting for a 
street car. Just at this time the Ken¬ 
tucky-street School, which la located on 
Kentucky, between Brook and Flrat 
streets, was dismissing its pupils for the 
afternoon and groups of chattering chil¬ 
dren were passing to and fro in the 
neighborhood or gathered In front of the 
reboot building, while other* were wait¬ 
ing on the comer for the car. 

During the time that the lady referred 
to was waiting for the car. her attention 
was attracted by a negro, who was 
wearing automobile gogglos and who 
was on a bicycle, riding at full apeed 
up and down the street and hack and 
forth In front of the school. Ills reck¬ 
less riding and general appearance at¬ 
tracted her attention as well as the fact 
taht he was shouting noisily. At this 
moment a little white boy came out of 
(he school building, and walking quietly 
to the curb, mounted a bicycle and pre¬ 
pared. apparently, to go home, strapping 
his books and otherwise making the 
necessary preparations to mount his 
wheel. Quietly the child mounted and 
started down the street. The negr* 
who was careening around on the bi¬ 
cycle said something to the boy, which 
apparently the child did not hear. 
did not answer the negro, but continue 1 
on Ms wav. Without the slightest heed 
for the presence of the hundreds of 
children or the women on the street, he 
shouted out a string of the vilest curses 
Imaginable, apply epithets to the child 
which Is Is impossible to print, so un¬ 
speakably vile were they. Rushing to¬ 
ward the child on hfs wheel, he con¬ 
tinued to rursc and rail and nald: "You 

damn little white - - -, I’ll 

knock your- head off." 

The school children looked on In ter¬ 
ror. The negro got off hl« wheel, took 
off his goggles and started at the lit¬ 
tle boy on the wheel, but the boy also 
got off his whoel and stood his 


ground, but he did not make any re¬ 
ply to the brute's abuse.

"At auoris*s after our hunt, that ends 
about 4 o'clock, we wend our way to 
tho camp, and after rese lling the spot, we 
get ready to eat.

Why, man alive, a cannibal's appcAtKc tm 
darkest of Africa cannot be compared to 
that of a mountain mosquito when it 
comes to demolishing the food by yours 
truly. 

"I have been nursing an ugly vrou „ 
riven me by a fight with a catamount. U 
happened In this way : While I nxi sleep¬ 
ing in our crude tent, built of pin# bough*, 
on last Sunday night, my partner n no used 
me from my deep slumber and said thnt 
he h^ar.l something crawling befrdnd the 
canip.

my 30-30 Winchester and skipped down 
to a little gully to a spot where the dog 
was harking up a gum tree. Looking up 
the tree, I saw the eyes of the catamount 
looking at me.

"So I atartod to ascend tha tree, and 
when I reached the point whore tlie oata- 
mount was setting, I found that I had for¬ 
gotten my pistol. However. I had my 
hunting knife, which I began at once to 
u«o. in order to hack the limb. When the 
1>ranob was about half off the 'thunderin'' 
animal made a leap for a «n»M Jack otk. 
But hi* weight from the spring snapped 
the Umb. and back he came when he found 
th* Hn*> l ad broken undor his Weight. 

"Fool Uke. I determined to have him. 
and grabbed the catamount by hie hind 
1*g* n« he ran up the tree. I gave the 
oesky creature a Jerk which brought him 
fut! Upon me. In the excitement I drop¬ 
ped my Unlfa, and there we wgre shout 
forty-eight feet from the hardest rocks a

It Is aJmost 9 o'clock and 
tho owls are surrounding us with that 
cracked cry Remember me to all my In¬ 
quiring friends, and tell them I am al¬ 
ready beginning to select good timber to 
be used by the Colonels next season 
With best regards.

Secretary of Automobile Club 
Makes Semi-Annual Report. 


Plea Registered For Larger 
Wheels In Motorears. 


Automobile Used Successfully 
Iu Plowing. 


OTHER GARAGE GOSSIP. 


Tlu&t. a short supply of many of the 
material* that enter Into the manufao* 
lure of the automobile will result In 
rbe near future in a general rise In the 
price* of completo car* U the disquiet¬ 
ing prediction mado by one of the luigeet 
firms in the country. The current Issue of 
the Co-opemtor. in an editorial, say* in 
luu-t: 

“The demands of the Automobile in- 
cuetry for raw materials have reached 
a point where resources of allied Indus¬ 
tries have become Inadequate. For some 
of the raw material* the demand has 
crown at a rato that hat* almost com¬ 
pletely exhausted the visible supply, 
with the Inevitable result that the prices 
of these commodities have soared to un- 
i.coustomed heights becuAise of rhe strain 
Imputed by the demand on a depleted 
l.'arkt*. 

“Take the Iffein of rubber. W« can *U11 
recall the time when crude up-river Para 
rum could be bought In the open market 
At thlriy-rtve cents a pound. Only about 
a year Ago the price was well below’ the 
t ollar mark. To-day crude rubber sells at 
12.10. with no prospect of a deoltn© ana 
vtth an almost appalling scarcity of the 
material. Yet wheels must be shod with 
l ibber tires and the automobile manu- 
incturer Is compelled to purchase his tire 
«julpment at a much higher cost than 
wag ever exa/ned of him before. The hoy- 
< *y of the rubber pool arrangement pale* 
into slgnlttcance when the present-day 
l*r1c© of rubber Is considered." 

The demand for special steels. It Is 
i#ointed out. Is unprecedented, “so that It 
has become a matter of absolute fact that 
Uhe automobile manufacturer is governed 
In his plans, not by the amount of busl- 
s ess he con command but by the amount 
<f raw material he 1* able to obtain." The 
fupply of trimming materials and hair 
used for the upholstering of automobiles, 
it Is declared. Is practically exhausted. 

“Nor are these conditions confined to 
the automobile manufacturer proper; they 


are also found in all establishments mak¬ 
ing the accessories forming part of the 
complete motor cur," the writer con¬ 
tinues. "The scarcity of good labor and 
.the difficulty of securing raw material 
also contribute to the reasons which 
make for Jncreoaed prices In these lines. 

“Of courts, oven this ohAotlc upheaval 
of resources will ultimately right Itself, 
though relief Is not In sight yet. But It 
would bo unwise for the public to expect 
the prices of cars to pursue a downward 
course at the same time when the price 
of nearly every /part going Into their 
manufaoture keep* constantly rising. In. 
deed. It dhould be the cause for small 
wonder if the selling figure* of automo¬ 
biles were to accommodate themselves to 
the changing conditions under which the 
earn ihemseTves must be made; in oth^r 
words, we believe It very likely that not 
very' long hence automobiles, instead of 
costing less, will cost more. In fact, a* 
It now looks, automobile* must go up In 
price, and they will very soon." 


Secretary Makes Report. 


The semi-annual report of Eugene 
Straus, secretary of the Louisville Auto¬ 
mobile Club, follows*ln part: 

•'Our membership aw the beginning of 
this fiscal yoar was 19?; It la at present 
There have Joined the Louisville Au¬ 
tomobile Club since April. 37 new mem¬ 
bers. We have had resignations and 
there have beeu dropped from our list 
for nonpayment of dues and other rea¬ 
sons 22 members; a total droppage of S4 
In six months. Our membership cam¬ 
paign, which begins to-morrow*, promises 
to furnish us with not lea* tluin fifty 
new members, and probably may reach 
the century mark. 

“We have had our regular quarterly 
meeting and also a picnic, which, while 
expensive, was enjoyed by ail who at¬ 
tended. At our meetings during this half 
of the year, there has been a average 
attendance of 11 There liave been 9 ex¬ 
ecutive meetings, with an average at¬ 
tendance of 4 members.

In the raae of certain classes of vehicles, 
such a* omnibuses and wagon* for freight. 
In which speed Is of les* importance than 
the I'Apacity for a heavy load, and where 
comparatively little relief can be expectej 
from improved tires save at great r-xpt na . 
the substitution of larger wheels seem* 
only reasonable. The suggeston 1* also 
made that the call for great speed In 
pleasure cars, which marked the first In¬ 
troduction of the automobile to the publlo 
favor. Is yielding to s more general de¬ 
mand for more durable and trustworthy 
machines and for reduced running ex¬ 
penses Here again wheels of larger di¬ 
ameter would help.

Autos Pack Surface. 

Automobiles, even at high opcedx, do 
not have a* destructive an Influence on 
the road a* hoavy home-drawn wagons 
according to the remilts obtained by the 
test* recently conducted In New Jersey 
Over a mile stretch of road eleven au¬ 
tomobiles, weighing from 2.*K>0 to 3 800 
pounds, were driven at speM* of from 
ten to sixty miles an hour At a luw 
speed the automobile tires merely com- 
pressed and packed the road surface. The 
limit of speed at which no effect could 
be Observed wus about twenty or twenty- 
flve mile* an hour 

At higher speeds a stripping action be¬ 
gan. which If continued would cause 
loosening of the surface. However, the 
only dust rained was that already loose 
on the road After the automobile lull 
finished speeding flv* heavy coal wag- 
ona were drawn over the highway to as¬ 
certain the effect of this kind of traffic 
i According to the county engineer’s nota¬ 
tions the result showed that tho hammer¬ 
ing of the horses’ csiked shoes and the 
Iron-tired wagon wheel* tonded to bring 
about a complete breaking up of the 
road. Large stones that wore undisturbed 
by the autos were displaced by the horses 
1 tend wagons.

NIGHT DRIVING 


Objects by Roadside Have 
Unnatural Appearance. 


PRACTICE ESSENTIAL TO PROP¬ 
ER, NOCTURNAL DRIVING. 


BECAUSE OF REFLECTIONS GOG¬ 
OLES SHOULD NOT BE USED. 


THE LIGHTS OF TRAFFIC. 


Unless one ho* had considerable expe¬ 
rience In driving by night, and no matter 
how well he may know tho road by day¬ 
light. lie Is often utterly at a loss to rec¬ 
ognise familiar objects and will even pass 
the place to which he desires to go with¬ 
out being aware of It, when traveling over 
the came road after dark. Objects by the 
roadside have an unnatural appearance 
and srtm out rff proportion; what appear* 
n* a dark patch In the road may be either 
a pool of water or a depression, and ltght- 
colorod objects by the side of the road 
may even be taken for the road Itself 
Thd road. too. apparently disappear* a 
short distance ahead and the autolst sets 
the brakes, only to And himself deceived. 
Due to the combination of deep shadow* 
and strong lights with the general gloom 
of the night, all »ort* of objert* created 
In the Imagination seem to *prJng up, 
causing doubt and anxiety. For comfort¬ 
able night-driving as well a* for the safe¬ 
ty of the car and lts passengers, pow¬ 
erful lamps are an absolute necessity. 

Recognition of familiar object* and ac¬ 
curate Judgment of rood condition* can 
pnly be acquired by practice. It ts not 
necessary, to accu»torn one’s self, to drive 
night after night for period* of from six 
to eight hours on a stretch, as such long 
period* give rise to a high-strung and 
r.oryoui state on the part of the driver. 
The tlrst drive should not take over an 
hour and the autolst should be accom¬ 
panied by a companion , familiar with 
nlght-drlvlng and the roods that are to 
be traversed. Thl* companion should 
point out deceptive appearances and ex¬ 
plain their true character, anti In general 
act ns an adviser. Unnecessary talking 
should be avoided by both as tending to 
distract attention from tho work In hand. 
Subsequent drives can be of, greater dura¬ 
tion and on some of those the companion 
should not give Instruction, allowing the 
driver to take care of tilmself, but act¬ 
ing when an emergency arl»e* As a gen- 
r-ral rule, no matter how experienced an 
autolst is in night-driving, there should be 
someone in the seat alongside to watch 
the rood, and the majority of drivers aro 
only too glad to have such assistance. 

• • • 

Effect of Street Lights. 


Running In city street* or on lighted 
roads Is of course much easier than run¬ 
ning on dark reads, but In such coses the 
eyes nre constantly accommodating them¬ 
selves to the changes In tight ns the car 
approaches and pasiw* a street lamp. 
With tho powerful arc lights tn use In 
many cities, the view will be obscured 
for a short time as tho car posse* out of 
tho circle thrown by the light and a feel¬ 
ing of blindness will result, soon passing 
off. however, as the eyes adjust them¬ 
selves to the change In quality of tbs 
light. It Is due to this effect on the eyes 
that a number of minor accidents occur 
nt corners not dnly to nutos, but to 
honied vehicles and foot passengers. 
When emerging from light ln:o " what 
sec-mn total darkness, as when (roving the 
>m I'ght of a city and going along the 
unllgh’cd road, an Involuntary sensation 
of beln*j lost Is experienced and even with 
powerful headlights the feeling of blind¬ 
ness occurs for a short time. 

Except when absolutely n-cetaary, gng. 
gins should not be wv*rn nor should the 
windshield be raised when driving nt 
night, n* the reflection* from street lamps 
or other sources of light on th« glass sur¬ 
face of the goggles and shield appesr 




an direct lights and obscure objects on 
the road, with unhappy results. A hint 
In this direction can be taken from the 
locomotlvo engine* r who drives at night 
with the cab windows down to prevent 
uny possibility of reflection, the only 
light in the cab, the gauge lamp, being 
placed directly In front of the gauge, 
where no angular reflection l* possible. 
Objects outside of the area Illuminated by 
the lamps are almost Invisible, *o that 
care should be taken In making a turn 
or when passing a road crossing. It would 
be woll to have a movable searchlight 
fitted and till* should be played on the 
road crowsing* in both directions us the 
car approaches them, and on the road 
Into Which tho car l» to turn In order to 
Illuminate objects not shown up by the 
headlight*. Otherwise the searchlight can 
assist the headlights in Illuminating a 
greater vertical area and give warning of 
dangerous objects at a distance. 

• • • 

Spe^S and Courtesy. 


Only a very reckless driver or ono un¬ 
der the influence of liquor would drive a 
car at extremo speed at night. Not only 
would be endanger the other occupants 
of the car In so doing, but all other road 
users, especially those whose lights are 
not a* powerful os his own. To bo on the 
safe side and to accord fair treatment to 
all others on the road, a cor should never 
be driven at such a speed as will neces¬ 
sitate the use of goggles or a windshield. 
Courtesy on the road does not disappear 
with the sun and because one lias a pow¬ 
erful car and large lamp* he Is not Justi¬ 
fied In causing annoyance or Injury to less 
fortunate users of the road. To the credit 
of the majority of autoUits, most of tho 
violations of courtesy are on the part 
of horse driver* or other road users, a 
Striking example being the moving-van 
driver who persistently occupies tn*. 
crown of tho road, thus preventing others 
from passing him. or who pick* out the 
narrowest part of the highway as a suita¬ 
ble place to breathe his horse* Tin* cattle 
driver wltli his herd occupying the entire 
width of the road and without any lights 
at ail is another offender who constitute* 
an element of danger. In addition. Both 
of these must be watched, for on summer 
nights and In localities where market 
wagons or herds are driven from one 
place to another bT night, moderate speed 
Is all that can be indulged In with safety. 
As in the daytime, tne same courtesy 
should be extended to all other road user* 
nt night, and It should be remembered 
that In csso of accident U will go harder 
with the autolst than If the trouble oc¬ 
curred In th© daylight. 

Traffic on our roads l*. unfortunately, 
noticeable In the main by tho absence or 
lights of anv description Though near¬ 
ly all States specify that all vehicles 
shall carry light*, the laws are honored 
more In the breach than In th»* observ¬ 
ance. Most of the mishap* on the road 
at night af* nar-ntd collisions, or as the 
result of endeavoring to avoid such col¬ 
lisions When horse traffic carries any 
lights they consist of either a pair of oil 
daah lamps or a lantern slung under the 
running gear, and none of these lights 
can be seen from any considerable dis¬ 
tance. fio whenever a faint light l* seer 
ahead the autolst should drive cautiously 
until the nature of the object bearing the 
l'ght and Its direction of travel. If It has 
any. Is a.ac9rtalned In the majority of 
cases tho object will be a vehicle, although 
road repair* ore often marked by a white 
lantern. Instead of u rrd one As the 
autolst becomes experienced In driving at 
night, he will soon b© able to distinguish 
the characteristic* of the different form* 
of traffic, a large block blotch slxnl/ylrg 
a wagon, small whitish apots In the near 
distance the facts of pedaetrlnn* and u 
dancing “wUl-o-the-wIsp” effect a cyclist, 
the intermittent flashes being due to the 
reflection of the headlight on the plated 
parts of the machine. It I*. of course, 
easy to know the direction of travel of 
a vehicle when red light* are soon on ll 
m* It la then moving In the sum© direction 
a* the autolst. The absence of any light 
does not necessarily Indicate the fact that 
no vehicle Is present, and this should be 
home well In mJrM at all time*. 

• • • 

Lamp Equipment 


Fbr properly Illuminating the road and 
objects surrounding It. the Inmp equip¬ 
ment should consist of orto or two head¬ 
lights. a pair of *Jdc lamps, n tall lamp 
and a swiveling searchlight, although tho 
latter is not absolutely necessary In some 
case*. The h*.-adlights should be carried 
down low and well forward, not only to 
better illuminate the road, but to cease to 
da sale other road users. Each lamp 
should be set on fork* or bracket*, so 
fruit lt» principal rays will bo thrown hnrl- 
sontnlly and should be pointed directly 
abend, especially If only one headlight l* 
tilted, AJ> Hjo autolst unconsciously fol¬ 
low* the. beam of the light at driving 


The eearchllght Is usually mounted on a 
swiveling bracket on the dash where It 
<>*n rrodlly be moved by the hand aide 
lamps r«%<t In brackets on emqh side of 
the dash and act os auxiliaries to the 
headlights In Illuminating roadside objects 
outside of the beams thrown by the head¬ 
lights. In cities where the use of search 
or headlight* is forbidden, the side lamps 
must be di'pemfcd on alone, end when 
any driving la done In cities fairly pow¬ 
erful lamps should be used. Side lamp* 
are valuable in case of tire or other 
trouble, os they can be readily re¬ 
moved from th»* bracket* to light up tho 
work The tall lamp should be placed out 
of the path of the exhaust, so that the 
light will not be mysteriously extin¬ 
guished and the fact called to the auto- 
lat's attention by the police, ns is usually 
the case An electric tall lamp with a 
small bulb wired in series therewith eo 
that the extinguishing of this bulb will 
Indicate that the util lamp Is also ex¬ 
tinguished Is far better titan the use of 
an oil light. 

When not Indulged In to too great on ex¬ 
tern. driving by night is beneficial In a 
number of ways After the daV# work Is 
clears the mind and Alls the lung« with 
fre*h air. Th© rapid passage of the car 
gives rise to a sense of buoyancy and the 
reaction therefrom causes a feeling of 
drowsiness which makes the autolst sleep

Porter, In his statement, tells of go¬ 
ing to Alaska In the spring of 1906 as 
surveyor. When Dr. Cook and Barrlll 
made the trip on which Cook says he 
ireached the top of Mount McKinley. 
.Porter remained behind to do some 
mapping. The doctor and Barrlll re 
appeared with the account of the 
accent of Mount McKinley. 

At that time, Mr. Porter F.nys he had 
r.o reason to doubt the statements. "In 
Barrlll’s adfiidavit," declarer Mr porter, 
-•he states that the photograph oppoiitc 
I nge 192 In I>r. Cook’s book was taken 
on ihe evoking of the same day that 
he took him with the flug at what he 
claims as the top of Mount McKinley 
and was taken at Camp 6. This camp 
■was only three or four miles from on© 
of my surveying stations, a locality 
which I recognized distinctly. It Is at 
about 5.000 feet contour and is some 
twenty miles from the summit. 

"If It Is true that the photograph 
signed ’The Top of Our Continent' was 
taken the evening of the day they 
made this camp, this photograph can¬ 
not be the summi t of Mount McKinley.

Complaint was made last night by 
th© New Albany Democratic City Cen¬ 
tral Committee that 2.0C0 or more let¬ 
ters had been sent out to the taxpayers 
In reference to matters connected with 
the campaign. biit the*© letters were 
not delivered. Chairman Cody and his 
associates on th© committee were 
amazed yesterday afternoon when they 
ascertained that the letters had been 
held back. They were not circular let¬ 
ters. but Inclosed communications with 
a 2-cent stamp upon them. These let¬ 
ters were mAiled at the post-oAlee on 
Friday night and It Is claimed non© of 
them has been delivered. 

It was the intention of the committee 
to call th© attention of the Postmaster 
General to the subject, but It la so late 
now in the campaign that this would do 
no good. 

However, -the committee feels that It 
lias been treated unfairly by the officers 
of the United States Government in this 
matter of delaying delivery of mall, 
even though It wa* political. 

Postmaster Morris was asked for an 
explanation of the delay last night. H: 
said: 

There was no Intention to delay the 
sending out of this mall matter. Wo 
have been very busy during the past 
two days In sending out malls which 
were Imperative to deliver; for Instance, 
bills from the Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany. which had to be delivered at once. 
The carriers did the very best they 
could. I hope all of the letters sent out 
by th© committee will be delivered Sun¬ 
day or Monday."

H OW many of those who witness th© 
annual football games among th© 
big universities are aware of tit© 
fact that no athlete works harder 
for th© honors h© gets than th© moleskin 
warrior? There is no sport on the cal¬ 
endar in which an athlcto can mak© quite 
so meteoric a rise a* In football; but # 
whll© h© has a shorter route to same 
than any other knight of th© muscle, 
there ar© but few who ever give a pass¬ 
ing thought to the course of training that 
th© boy has had to undergo In order to 
become a hero in your own and the eyes 
of the frantically cheering thousands that 
watch the game. 

When one discovers the routine which 
a moleskin warrior goes through It Is 
dollars to cents that admiration will grow 
upac© for th© lusty specimen of young 
n.anhood who for some sensational play 
Is being lined on th© shoulden of hls 
joyful coll©g© mates, for there Is th© 
training that would make a Spartan war¬ 
rior wince. For two months or more the 
football hero Is in training ©very minute. 
As early as possible In the seauon he 
must become full of strength, agility, 
speed, endurance and, above all. he must 
b© taught the sclenc© of the game. It 
is tho dyty of the trainer to equip him 
with all the essentials except the last. 
That Is the coach’s task. 

That he may perform hls part of the 
work to the best advantage the trainer, 
whenever th© college authorities will l«t 
him. gathers each and every gridiron 
player Into a training or football house. 
No university which offers an advanced 
course In the strenuous gridiron game Is 
without a house tor the players. Altnough 
a football houso usually holds, bcs.dea 
the trainer, from twenty-five to thirty 
players, several sastutants to the trainer, 
a chef and a corps of waiters, there Is 
only* one mind in that house from the 
time it opens until the men break train¬ 
ing at the season’s end. and that Is the 
trainer's. „ . . . , 

All responsibilities for the physical con¬ 
dition of hie charges rest on tho should¬ 
ers of the trainer Ills word must be law. 
and the final law at that. When the play 
era are on th© field the trainer drops to 
secondary, th© head coach taking flr*t 
place. He alone Instructs th© men In the 
intricate science of the game, its plays, 
signals and tricks. The trainer, so far 
as the work of developing a team Is con¬ 
cerned. is as If he did not exist 
• • • 

Tot before the practice begins he tells 
the coach how much physical w<yk he 
wants each player to do; he remffns on 
tho sid© lines to see that each does hls 
allotted task, and if he discovers that any 
player Is bring worked too hard for any 
reason whatsoever he takes that man out 
of the game entirely or directs the coach 
to ease up on hint, and the coach must 
do It 

Also as the men are injure*.! the trainer 
rushes them to the gym—that I*, pro¬ 
vided no bone* sue broken or other se¬ 
rious Injuries sustained. 

Practice usually lasts for an hour and 
i half. In that time each min Is In¬ 
structed not only In ream play, but In hl» 
own specialty, tho object of It all being 
iltlmuteiv to make eleven units worn 
beautifully as one. Sometime* the prac¬ 
tice is discouraging, sometimes highly 


pleasing to eoaoh and trainer and players 
alike 

For the first week of training each 
player, a* a rule, will lose several pounds 
of flesh sfter practice. A fat man wtil 
get rid of seven or eight pounds, a man 
erf average avoirdupois s pound or less 

For several day* following t!»© first 
week of practice It is th© rule of the 
players to put on from eight to ten pounds 
apiece; then as the training becomes more 
severe th*y drop back to normal and 
remain there throughout tho rest of the 
season 

A chart of the weights Is kept by the 
trainer and by means of It he Is greatly 
aided In determining the pccplUrfttvs of 
training that he needs to brine the player 
to the height of physical condition and to 
keep him there until his last football duty 
Is over. It is ae important to keen a 
player In this state a* It la to get him* 
Into It. A plnyer who become* "stale" 
Is se useless almost on the football field 
ae the novice. 

• • • 

In a certain Western university the 
football player* are turned out of their 
beds by the trainer and his assistants 
around 6 o’clock. The men dress and In 
a few minutes are ready for a half-hour n 
stiff exercise before breakfast 

Ona morning this consists of going 
through the slttlng-up exercise* of tho 
army—a splendid movement for every part 
of the human system. The next morning 
tt Is csllsthenlce. perhaps, or the medi¬ 
cine bail, or a walk of two or three miles, 
finishing with a sprint of 10J yards. Fre¬ 
quently there are punting and drop kick¬ 
ing by the kickers excused from the other 
exercise 

Once back at the football house, those 
men who have perspired freely rub them- 
selvee down, all dresa for loeak.'ast and 
right on the minute set for It the meal 
beg.ns At the head of the ’varsity Ubl© 
sits the trainer One of his assistants 
occupies a similar position at the col¬ 
lege or scrub table, usually set In another 
room, and each handler server to e*cR 
player Just as much food a* the trainer 
thinks that player should have and no 
more. Three times a day the food is thus 
doled out, the portions being determined 
by the trainer’s careful study of the 
young athlete’s phfsICiU being Tims 
many a player Is kept from eating too 
much* and if the liundlcr sees that u 
player Is not eating what he should then 
step* are taken to provide him with an 
appetite. 

• • # 

Many of the country's bent gridiron 
players enter college well skilled in the 
details of good work on the gTtdiron. 
The high-water mark of proficiency at¬ 
tained by many leading preparatory and 
public high m. boo La present university 
squads with numbers of promising ma¬ 
terial. but even Uie best of them work 
hard before they land a place on the 
team. Ahead is a horde of material that 
Is so abundantly turned out from the 
ranks of last year's reserve squad, the 
stars of the freshman squad of a year 
ago. Each one of them may hav© won a 
plate In the heart of the head coach. 

All of these men. who number In hun¬ 
dreds at the big schools, have a slight 
bulge around the ambitious candidate, 
and before he gels a chance to win hls 
letter he must have proved that he la 
better than each unit of theso hard-tight, 
ing hundreds. Sometimes there are as 
many os a dozen candidates for a single 
berth so closely matched In the u&mo 
abilities or so well balanced In Individual 
claims that onlv upon a trial In an actual 
game will the b©J*t of the twelve be ablo 
to show hls superiority or the difference- 
fast company will make tn him. 

Chief among the obstacle* to the am¬ 
bitious "possibility" ranks the candidate 
who comes to practice wearing a vanity 
initial. That letter loom* up a» big’ as 
the goal pouts to the aspiring "would be." 
and it means practically all that It looks 
to lum. It Is seldom that a veteran Is 
displaced by a newcomer and almost a* 
rarely Is the nerve found to mak? the 
hard fight It Is easier to enter the lists 
for another place not fated and run 
chance with the best offiim fall’s scrubs. 

The regular ha* the advantage of hts 
nine points’ possession and must be out¬ 
played by a wide margin before hi* in¬ 
experienced contender will be tried. Only 
ono noteworthy caee of such displacement 
!© to be found In 1907 football, at Penn¬ 
sylvania. where n saving of nine vet¬ 
erans Influenced Torrcy toward changes 
and gave the 1910 boys a chance. 

• • • 

Besides scrubs and regulars of last 
year’s team and hls fellow -graduate* of 
the freshmen eleven to beat. In many 
schools he find* wejl-trained products of 
class teams in the running. At every hlg 
school these class team stars are a fnctor: 
at some college* an apprenticeship of th*s 
sort Is considered necesrary training At 
Michigan. In the West, there Is a team 
for ©very class lu the schco). and everv 
year theec elevens graduate skilled stars 
to the varsity scrub team ranks. 

The law school at Ann Arbor has fresh, 
uoph. Junior and P Q teams entered in 
the annua! interclars elimination sched 
ulc: the dental college has three other de¬ 
partments—engineer, medic and lit.—turua 


out four ahort dozens and a degree- 
adorned squad. In contrast to the wol¬ 
verine varsity seven-game schedule, these 
class teams play nearly every day of the 
autumn quarter, and twenty-three games 
are necessary to decide the premiership 
of the twenty-two teams. Formerly a 
round robin was played 

Even now, with the elimination system, 
few* of the first-round losers are satisfied 
until they have played the other* downed. 
About two years of this strenuous work 
grind* out some finished players, who put 
in strong claim for varsity jobs. At oth¬ 
er schools class teams are almost as pro¬ 
ductive and East and West many a late 
rising star haa come from stiuggjes for 
numerals.

Hard fights for recognition ar© not the 
football players' only troubles to be borne 
before he ranks as a stellar light. Even 
after hls spurs are won a week^i let-down 
may kill forever hls chance* on th© team. 


Always the men he haa passed are hot I 
after him. aching for a single day’s sick I 
ness to give them a chance to show in I 
hls place, where one bright play may In- 
fluence the coach to change. Then prac¬ 
tice starts early in the fall, and long be¬ 
fore the games begin there have been 
weeks of hard training and bumps. Hours i

CARLISLE INDIAN PLAYER 
ATTACKS UMPIRE EDWARDS 


Wauseuka and Coach Warner Put Off the Field By Police 
During Game With Pennsylvania. 


P HILADELPHIA. Oct. 30-Pennsyl¬ 
vania defeated the Indians this 
afternoon in one of the most bit¬ 
terly fought games ever played on 
Franklin Field.

“Tbo Hired Domestic.** 

Tho raaaon thereof Is pataat. It fa 
older than tho Christian era “Whoso 
tvn the sheep are not.** The principle 
of aelf-preaervfttlon informs human mo¬ 
tive. It would be folly to expect tho 
hireling to take a* good care of our 
possessions as we do. This la especially 
true in a country where she Is a rec¬ 
ognized nomad, here today and nobody 
knows where tomorrow. A high order 
of consclentlousnees le needed to move 
one to absolute fidelity to neighbor and 
employer. And the antecedent* of our 
paid employ* do not tend to tho cul¬ 
tivation of the finer virtue* 

Forbear w*. th*n. to throw tho blame 
of extravagant mismanagement of our 
property and finance* upon the foreign 
peasant, or the descendant of an en¬ 
slaved race whom we have promoted to 
a place upon our domestic staff. 

The monumental fact stands fast that 
•he I* the moat expensive of modern 
luxuries. A stranger to the responsi¬ 
bilities of tho property owner, she knows 
little and care* lee* for the value of 
what ha* cost the employer more money 
than she ha* ever »een In her life. 
How could It be otherwise? A pearl 
to a child fa no mors than a gloss bead. 
Old family silver weighs less in the 
mind of Bridget-Thekla-Dlnah than tho 
gaudy plated wars ahe gets by hoarding 
trading stamps stripped from the soap 
her nominal mistress lay* in by the box 
Uke Ignorance of valuta, foe!-red by 
tho tfghe of plenty that I* wealth to 
her unaccustomed eyes, makes her lewve 
the cake of soap to melt in th* tub 
or dlshpen when there Is a boxful in 
the storeroom. 

A NX CESS AJl Y EVIL 

But why waste time and space In 
proving what is an ever-present and 
fretting sore In the housewifely soul? 
Each of us knows that her servants 
cost her annually so mueh more then 
their nominal wa*ws that she dare not 
allow herself to compute tho amount In 
calculating family expense*. Each of 
ua recoils the calm satisfaction that per¬ 
vaded her biting when, during op Inter¬ 
regnum in the domestic dynasty, she 
did her own work and wondered with 
exceeding admiration at the way 
**th!ngs" laftcd; moreover, how serv¬ 
ants contrive t^ consume so much time 
In performing the tasks she got out of 
the way in season to have whole hours 
of the day for other occupations. 

•Granted!** j hear tbs chorus from a 
thousand fellow-sufferers. “But ws can’t 
dt> without them. They ara necessary 
•Vila.** 

The object of this sympathetic talk 
Is to reason together among ourselves 
■ s to tbts necessity. Bet me preml>* 
thet reasoning and talk are not intended 
for women whose incomes are entirely 
adequate to the expanse of keeping one, 
two or three of the “evils.** Sisr ye( for 
those who have stated occupations and 
professions sufficiently prenut'le to war¬ 
rant remitting housework to competent 
hireling* i have fa view—as usual—th* 
Mighty Middte Clara who Duvt wutch 
the outlay of every dollar ar.d make 
that dollar do tho work of lvO cents, i 


aim especial* * to reach families where 
the daughters have sought situations In 
ofiloes, shops and factories, feavlng the 
moths:# Co he merries of third-rate 
maK«- if^ji- vork Call the class. If 
ye win. b> tbs apt title wo learned last 

ft frera a clever magusino article, 

*o* half-way poor ** The father's In¬ 
come provides house rent, food, fuel and 
piufn Nothing. Florence and GVadye 
would dress buter than the family 
means Warrant. They are fond of a 
“good Urn#,’* and don’t fancy gallery 
•eats at tbs theater; and. above all, they- 
111# to have money of their very own 
to spend as they please and no ques¬ 
tion* asked. 

A STRANGE PREFERENCE 

Sines I began to refiect seriously upon 
the subject of fhU paper I have made 
It my business to collect data as to the 
number of young wotnts engaged In 
shops, offices and mills who ere eking 
out tho family iaecm* by their labor, 
and whose parents find tho addition to 
what la made by tho men of tho house¬ 
hold welcome and oven necessary to a 
comfortable maintenance. My conclu¬ 
sion. after consultation w*th employers, 
superintendents and fellow-workworooa. 
Is that, at tho lowest computation, ona 
fifth of these are thus employed from 
choice rather than from necessity. I 
hav* given a summary of the motives 
that lead them to prefer this kind of 
work to remaining at homo and taking, 
part In domestic duties. 

There are large mills In the neighbor¬ 
hood of my country home, and 1 meet 
scores of operatives in tho lats after¬ 
noon. Wo all know the general type of 
these girls: loud and eager to attract tho 
attention of tho men they meet; decked 
In shabby finery, and all with “wide 
dispread” coiffures embattling their 
heads. It Is natural that they should bo 
gay and garrulous In tho reaction from 
the routine of daily toil. It lo neither 
natural nor decorous that girls from 13 
to SO should traipse In bonnetless gangs 
along tbo public thoroughfares at an 
hour when slf the business world Is 
4 *homing.“ I know the stories of some 
of them—so many that my heart sick¬ 
ens In tho recital — and my wonder 
grows that mothers of the elaaa the girls

represent do not take alarm at tho 
frightful percentage and Insist upon 
keeping them sofa at home. 

“But that IS another story.** I wish 
lo heaven It were less commonf 

The farmers* and mechanics’ wives of 
a former generation never dreamed of 
other domestic help than they hod In 
their sisters and daughters. Bach family 
was a close corporation, as It Is now on 
the European continent and In many 
parte of Great Britain. Even where tho 
fever of emigration has unsettled tho 
old order of things. Ihery is always 
one stay-at-home daughter to uks her 
•hare In tolls for which increasing ago 
Is disabling the old mother. It la super¬ 
fluous to add that Bridge* and Thekla 
contribute steadily and Uberatty of their 


biscuit to 4 save her life. Tho husband 
did tho cooking, and epont'hls ovenlngo 
at the sewing machine cobbling clothe* 
for tho expected baby. 

“Keeping a girl** (for Florence and 
Gladys have not quite attained to tho 
“maid** nomenclature) stands with them 
for exemption from work they, with 
other shopgirls, have been taught to 
regard as degrading. If “Mother** has 
kept a tbird-rate specimen of the genus, 
her daughter will have a fourth-rats 
specimen of the costly luxury. She to 
always that! Bhe wastes mors of the 
food bought with honest John’s wages 
than would havo sufficed to feed the 
Irish or German or southern old folks 
ami their progeny; and our whllomo 
operative U exceptionally lucky If tho 


“girt** does not pilfer as well as waste. 

Would I “make a household drudge of 
a floe young creature who Is eapabls 
of higher pirns?* 4 

That was the substance of a reply 
made by a professor In Hampton Insti¬ 
tute to my application for a couple of 
girls who would work In a country 
house for good wages during their vaca¬ 
tion. 1 represented, timidly, as 1 saw 
the gathering cloud upon the professor's 
face, that many coljego boys are wait¬ 
er* In hotels in the summer, and thus 
help to put themselves through tho 
course. * 1 

“Please recollect that our pupils bars 
higher aspiration* than domestic serv¬ 
ice! 44 was the opening ssntenee of the 
retort that quenched my Uestre to “lead 
a hand’* to some ambitious and Inde¬ 
pendent learner. 

HIGH-SOUNDING HERESY 

I had s similar, aftd. If possible, mors 
crusting answer from a noted philan¬ 
thropist who runs settlemepts and gtriS* 
clubs m a metropolitan city: 

“Our girls have higher Ideals than 
housework!' 4 

Is It a rparvel that Florence and 
Gladys should echo ths high-sounding 
boresy? For heresy 1 bold It to be. In 
view of She truth that If women do not 
learn how to keep houses, ths home will 
cease out of the land. 

A mother whose bright eon Is expected 
to raise the family m tho world, a* a 
mechanical engineer, told mo piideful- 
!y that she had not had a plumber or 
other mechanic In the house for three 
years. “Johnny mends all the locks and 
bells and puts In window glass, and ac¬ 
tually takes the range and water pipes 
to pieces and sets them right again. 

1 told his father today that the boy* 
had saved us literally hundreds of dol¬ 
lars in the last four years ’* 

The proud parent has two daughters, 
one of whom Is a atenographer and iHn 
other a “saleslady** In a department 
store. A “girl” Is hired to cook, do 
chamber and general housework and to 
assist in the washing. 

I dare to assert, without asking any 
question*, that either Florence or 
Gladys could have saved as much is tho 
four years as Johnny has done, had she 
remained ut homo to do all tho house¬ 
work except the washing and ironing 
and what part is assumed by tho pa¬ 
tient. white-haired mother. I learned, 
incidentally, that neither of tbo girls 
contributes anything to tho family In¬ 
come beyond table board—t* per week. 
She could save twice the sum by put¬ 
ting her shoulder to the domestio wheel. 
Furthermore, sho could, by her com¬ 
panionship and care, cheer and prolong 
the afternoon of life for tho parent who 
is now the sole homemaker. 

SAFE DOCTRINE 

I believe firmly, and I have advocated 
strenuously for forty years, the doctrme 
that evory gin should be taught somo 
specific business by which she could 
maintain herself if need demanded. I 
believe, and maintain yet more warmly, 
that the acquisition of this knowledge 
should not hlpder her from learning 
what no woman can afford not to know: 
how to order Iter own house arigl* 
in every department. In a little work 
to which I referred lost week, “The 
Distractions of Martha.** X tried to show 
that mere theoretical knowledge of 
cookery and marketing Is as sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal In tho 
march of everyday living and doing. 

What an Important part the study 
of practical economy plays In this 
daily walk I have striven to show in 
this series. What a frightful leak fa 
household expenses is made by Intrust¬ 
ing the management of roalerials. the 
preparation of food and tho disposition 
of left-overs to one who le. at tho 
best, indifferent to her employer's In¬ 
tel rats I could not tell fa full ware 
1 to writ* on until strength and spaco 
fall me. 

“Bridget has a heavy hand with but- 
ter.** Yet her cake and puddings are 
not a whit superior to those her mis¬ 
tress makes when Bridget Is off on her 
vacation or busy with the washing, al¬ 
though one-hsif^of tho butter goes into 
the composition 4 of the sweet. Thekla 
throws Into the swill pail ths sour toi!k 



"lie had married ft pretty doll from the factory/’ 


that would make enough cottage cheese 
for juncheon. Dinah “never h^erd o' 
nobody eatln* cold combrond/* end 
tosses It to ths chickens. Hsr mlxtrss* 
(always and everywhere nominal!) 
would have toasted and served It. but 
and crisp and sweet, far breakfast. 

And so sn. ad Infinitum and ad 
nauseam to the employer who cannot 
by using every effort accommodate a 
non-elastic Income to the rising price*. 

“Then you would banish hired girls 
from the home entirely T* I am asked. 
I am sorely tempted to answer In the 
bold affirmative, when a tide of experi¬ 
ences and memories surges In upon me. 
For they, of all our laboring class, suf¬ 
fer least from ths general tnereaa* In 
prices and the etand-etlU of salaries. 
Let me illustrate: 

A cook who had been with me three

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T HE new long coat, wnich Is nui actually new 
but It only now being made up in weighty 
material, will go on It* way rejoicing tnrtfugn 
the winter, without a doubt. It has always etood 
as one of the convenient fashions. As a cover-all. It Is 
only humane in the fashioh maker* to make U possi¬ 
ble for ub at least once every few >ears, so that we 
may have a little relief from tailored suits, and •<* 
that we may wear out a frock or two beneath the 
charitable mantle thus provided. 

Each season brings m Its new details In coat mak¬ 
ing. and they are not lacking In tbo long winter gar¬ 
ments on the page Velvet and s4t)n are employed as 
trimmings, while cord and buttons are both In evi¬ 
dence. The materials most popular for the very long 
coat are diagonal cheviot and tweed Broadcloth Is 
also well liked, and while black and dark blue are the 
standard of* color tor this cver-usefui garment. som» 
of the latest models will take on tho dark greens an* 
garnets of Parisian fame. Women are naturally roor 
Interested In the cut than the cloth, since lines, mor 
than all else, will make or mar. A Russian tendon© 
Is exhibited In one of the above pictures, an lndistinc 
plaid material fastened at tho side, Its metal button* 
placed on an added fold of plain material appearing 
from beneath. Two straps hold the coat together 
about the figure and suggest the belt of Rt^etian ori¬ 
gin. The collar Is that comfortable military type fas¬ 
tening at the side. 

One of the smartest coals, also fastening on the 
one side. Is a very plain model, with velvet collar, 
cuffs and buttons which arc arranged In groups of 
three. This, when women can wear it, and when It It 
comfortably fitted. Is a coat of exceedingly good style 
A nice button arrangement will be seen In anotbet 
ef tho pictures on a coat which fastens Just a little to 
tho one side with a straight row of buttons having 
sloping ‘ buttonholes. Tho velvet collar Is cut soma- 
whst lower than the average and la trlmnusl wl*h 
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Tittle braided, buttoned bands. There appears on tu# 
side seam and at the sleeve seam a buttoned-down 
to tske away from the extremo plainness. 

Another coat Is tied and trimmed with cords. The 
model Is double brcaitod. and the cord at the nock Is a 
mere ornament finished with bails; s high velvet col¬ 
lar hooks over toward the^eft, suggesting comfort for 
the wearer. 

You will find a very new coat on the page before 
i ou with lapelf buttoned back, but Intended also to 
button over In stormy weather. This arrangement be % 
longs to a coat of larger proportions than many of tho 
others and Indicates added comfort for a stormy day 
The quite heavy wrap la always more loose and roomy 
than those of lighter weight. 

We are treated ibis yoar to a garment that la made 
to look like a suit. The material is manipulated In 
such a way that & fold taken horlsontally about the 
hip line suggests the end of a coat of medium length. 
This line or fold Is stitched to match the bottom of 
the skirt, and the wholo garment Is fastened to give 
the impression of a buttoned coat and a skirt lapped 
to the one side. This was done *n linen in tbs sqmmer 
but Us accomplishment In heavy cloth is something 
of a feat. A velvet collar provides the shawl effect 
about the nock.* 

When the coot is trimmed with velvet we usually 
expset a somewha* more ornate model. It is before uv 
In the round yoked garment with a button decoration 
In front, a fold down each side front and repeated at 
the back, pockets with velvet laps and a crushed stock 
effect crossing beneath the turned-down collar. 

A Louts model of extra length Is also more ornate, 
yhowlng Jet buttons on Its shaped pocket lapels *s 
well as down the front, and satin touches on both cuffs 
and collar. 

The necessity for the long coat will be the measure 
of Its success; and when has* It not been tho moat con¬ 
venient of garments? When a variety of frocks and
